When the worms of n fover thus are sown 
in the animal frame, those gormea breed and 
multiply each in it. own special fashion 
Che fever is simply the result of the multi 
plication within the @aimn al body of the crop 
of fever-gormea wherewith that body has boon 
infected. The proofs that these diseases 
spring from living germ which probably 
represent very low forma of plant-life) are 
many anil convincing. Inthe first place, 
each fever, asa rule, broods more. If we 
sow small pox, we get small pox and not 


meaasle if scarlet feror infect we breed 
that fove id ‘tephoid, The germs of 
cach disease represer the progeny of a pre- 
vious couse of fover, just as truly os the 
maggots spring from the flies, or 
oysters arise from oyster-parents, which pre- 
ceded them in point of tinx Che lesson 
taught us here is a grave and important one, 
If we carefully isolate and disinfect our one 
case of infectious disease, we may prevent 
its germs from spreading, and may avoid 
the multiplication of the one case into it 
may be thousands. This, at least, is one 
practical and benevolent outcome of the 
zerm theory as applied to the saving of 
doen life. But the proofs that our fevers 
are really tho results of living germ-growths 
within our bodies, accumulate as we survey 
the field of research. For instance, why is 
it that each fever gorm requires its own and 
special soil wherein to breed and grow? 
Because, like evory other living thing, it has 
acquired the habit of existing among certain 
surroundings which fayor ite life and growth. 
Typhus-fover, which is the old “‘ jail-fever,” 
an which probably represents one form at 
least of the ‘‘ plague” of old, is only found 
to appear where hitman beings are massed 
and huddled together, and where the air is 
not renewed by frequent and copious venti- 
lation. Thus it is that we only find typhus 
fever in ill-ventilated slums. Its germ 
flourishes only among the organic matters 
which are given off from the human skin 
and lungs, and which render the air of rooms 
close, stuffy, and otherwise unfit for habita- 
tion. Typhoid fever on the other hand, 
only breeds among sewage and decomposing 
aniffMl matter ; hence it is that defective 
drainage, and the inroad of sewer gases into 
the houses of rich and poor alike, make this 
latter fever a visitant of all classes of the 
community. why is it that in ordinary 
civilized surroundings, ague, which once 
upon 4 time was a fever of constant occur- 
rence, is not heard of to-day? The reply 
is, because ague breeds only in the presence 
of decaying vegetable matter, such as is re- 
presented in swamps and marshes. Where 
the land has been drained and improved, 
ague disappears ; we have abolished the soil, 
and the germs find no habitat wherein to 
grow. Then, also, when we study a fever, 
we are struck by its likeness to the phases 
of the life of an animal or plantin its incu- 
bation, growth, maturity, decline, and 
death ; and that this likeness shouid exist, 
ceases to be a wonderful fact in face of the 
knowledge that the fever really represents 
the growth of a living germ in the human 
territory. Such are a few of the more prac- 
tical phases which follow upon the study 
of the ‘‘Germ eee yen Space prevents 
me from saying anything about germs in 
their development. Pacchanks in a future 
article Imay glance at this latter subject. 
But I may have said sufficient for to-day, if 
I have shown that between the mold on the 
boots and the deadly fever, there is a closer 
likeness than might be supposed, in that 
both spring from living germs propagated 
from parents which, in all their ways, imi- 
tate closely the “‘children of life” at large.

Liverpool's Slave Trade. 

The foundation of the commercial great- 
ness of Liverpool, and perhaps tho darkest 
page in her history, is her connection with 
the slave trade. In 1709 the first Liverpool 
slave ship, a vessel of 30 tons, carried a cargo 
of 15 slaves across the Atlantic. The trade 
had been in existence for some time, and in 
this country had been mostly carried on in 
Bristol ships. Liverpool seems to have done 
no more for nearly 10 years. But in 1730 
there were 15 ships engaged in the trade, 
and in 1771 108 ships which carried 28,200 
slaves. Liverpool stoutly defended the 
slave trade, and its defence was not confined 
to individual merchants and ship owners, 
but was considered a public matter and was 
taken up by the governing body of the town. 
The ground of defence offered may perhaps 
be summed up in the words ‘British inter- 
ests.” The following letter, quoted by Sir 
James Picton in his ‘‘Memorials of Livor- 
pool,”’is a good example of the reasoning 
employed by the defenders of the trade: 
“In what light but in that of enemies of 
their country can we look upon those who, 
under the specious plea of establishing uni- 
versal frente: ion to strike at the 
root of this trade, the foundation of onr 
commerce, the support of our colonies, the 
life of our navigation, the first cause of our 
national industry and riches? What vain 
pretence of liberty can infatuate people to 
run into so inuch licentiousness as to assert a 
trade is unlawfal which custom immemorial 
arid various acts of Parliament have ratified 
and given sanction to?” How strange all 
this sounds now! and yet it was written 
and expressed the feelings of a great number 
of people only 100 years ayo. The slave 
trade was of course déomed as soon as its 
opponents « nuld get a fair hearing by the 
people at large. The'first notos of ite knoll 
scem to have been wrung in 1787, when a 
petition for its abolition was Preepeed to 
the House of Commons signed principally 
by members of the Society of Friends. In 
1788 the Anti-Slavery Society was cstablish- 
ed by Clarkson and Wilberfor: As a 
counterblast the Liverpool Council poti- 
tioned agajnst abolition ; a deputation wag 
sent to London to look after the petition 
for abolition, and the freedom of thx a HE 
was afterward granted to tho members of it 
‘for the very ossential advantage d 
tlie trade of ad fp from their evidence 
in support of the African slave trad¢,”—The 
Saturday Review.

If you have never been stung by an old- 
fashioned mexican wasp, says the Los An- 
goles Tribune, it is an experience you want 
to avoid carefully, contenting yourself with 
such information about the little beauty as 
you can gather from third persons and <loc- 
umenté, itis; when mature and healthy, 
nearly two inches long, with a sting that 
looks like the point ofa fine cambric needie. 
it is & brownish red in color, and its dis- 
position is alivays hostile, When it stings 
you there is for a moment or two a senaa- 
tion of numbness about the part, which rap- 
idly gives place to a pain that can only be 
described as agony. If you could imayi:e 
how ib would feel to have a wire ‘drawn 
through the most sensitive par: of your body 
and then raised slowly to a white heat, you 
could, perhaps, form a theoretical idea of 
what the feeling is like, 

The sting is neyer fatal, and the pain 
passes away after an hour or two, butit is 
simply anguish while it lasts. During the 
Mexican war one of the companies of Don- 
iphan’s command camped in an old building 
where there was a colony of these wasps. 
They managed todisturb the insects in some 
way, and the company was completely rout- 
ed and demoralized—some of the men ran 
miles away from the place before they were 
found and gathered in again. Dr, Guuning 
of Beshoar, Ool., hay made quite a study of 
these articulates, which he says represent 
unclassified members of the wasp family. 
There are, believe, no living creatures out- 
side of snake, scorpions, or centipedes able 
to inflict so much suffering.

Canada’s Bright Future.

Theyoung people of the Dominion 
are moving westwarl in their own country 
instead of emigrating to the United States, 
as was formerly the custom How to attract 
emigration was for many years the most 
difficult problem that Canada had to grapple 
with. The young and vigorous mon of the 
Dominion flocked to the United States in 
multitudes. It was not until 1869 that emi- 
gration to the northwest was seriously moot- 
ed in Canada, and it was nearly 1880 before 
thore was direct railway communication 
éast and west throngh the Dominion. Until 
that timo knowledge of the westeru territory 
was incomplete, and it was only believed in 
a vague way that a vast country lay es 
the rocky barriers north of the lakes. ow 
that tho railway is completed, the bone and 
sinew of the cast are fast hn 6S the west 

Northwest is 
considerable, and it is increasing rapidly. 
It should not be forgotten that the actual 
area of Canada in square miles is greater 
than that of the United Statet, and the 
northwest of theo Dominion is as yet but 
slightly settled. The desirable lands of the 
western section of the United States will be- 
fore long be taken up, whereas the north- 
west territories of the Dominion offer a 
boundless amount of fertile land to the set- 
tler.—Now York Once a Week. 


Down A Toboggan Slide on Bicycles, 


The following graphic description of a 
novel bicycle ride opueered the other day in 
the New York Tribune: One of the most 
daring cycling feats on record, and one which 
none but expert riders would have under- 
taken, was successfully performed on Friday 
afternoon in Orange Valley, N. J., by two 
young women, each mounted on one of the 
new ladies’ bicycles of the Rover type. Mrs, 
J. T. Morehouse, of Orange Valley, and Miss 
Jennie Mulford, of Newark, coasted down 
the slides of the Essex County Toboggan 
Club on their machines. The slides are 
1,300 feet long, and the pitch is a steep one, 
After wheeling up tho slides, which were as 
smooth as a ball-room floor, as far as they 
were able they climbed the remaining dis- 
tance, and, coolly mounting their wheels 
shot like flashes of lightning down the slope. 
The bottoms of the chutes are only three 
feet wide, and the slightest nervousness or 
swerving from the direct course would cer- 
tainly have resulted fatally. The ‘* slide” 
was accomplished in the presence of a large 
crowd of spectators who were drawn to the 
spot by the novel sight, 


Acricultural Notes, 


The largest, best and smoothest potatoes 
should be selected for seed. ‘Like produces 
like,” and this rule holds good with potatoes 
niore so than with many other crops. The 
bin should be examined occasionally in order 
to observe if the potatoes are keeping well, 
and it will pay to assort the tubers for the 
purpose of selecting the seed. If this plan 
is pursued the quality of the crop will be im- 
proved cach yeur, 

The potato now has another onemy, called 
thie flea beetle. It is a very small insect, 
moving in large numbers, like clouds, and 
attacks the vines by piercing the leaves full 
of small holes from the under side. Poison 
fails to destroy them thus far, and the beetle 
is an enemy that is dangerous. A strong 
solution of tobacco has been recommended as 
the most efficacious preventive yet tried, but 
it is not a sure destroyer of the pests, 


Every farmer should experiment, in order 
to learn by practical experience the kind of 
crops and mode of cultivation best adapted 
for his farm. Soils vary, and the experience 
of one farmer is not always a guide for 
another, Experiments on small plots cost 
but very little, and makes many an iinprove- 
ment tliat is permanent. Well tried vario- 
ties and systems that have before given good 
results should never be abandoned for those 
that are newer until carefully conducted ex- 
pe prove them infori ra those that 

aye been tested in comparison with them.

DOCTRINES OF ANTI-CHRISTIANS 
A Vow Words for the Benefit of the hne- 


mies of Evangellam—The Plague of Un 


bolief That Is Now Rampant in the 
World— Doctrines of the Seots.

| soon as I bad eaten it my belly was bitter 
And be said unto mo, Thou must prophesy 
again before many peoples, and nations, and 
tongues, and kings. "—Rey. x, 10, I. Tho 
reverend gentloman said; 

Domitian, the Roman emperor, had in his 
realm a troublesome evangolist who would 

| keep preaching, and so he oxiled him to a 
barron faland, as now the Russians exile con- 
victa to Siberia, or as sometimes the English 
government used to send prisoners to Aus» 
tralia. The island | speak of is now called 
Patmos, and is eo barren and unproductive 
that its inhabitants live by fishing. 

But ono day the evangolist of whom I 
spoal, sitting at the mouth of a cavern on tho 
hill side, and perhaps half asloop under tho 
drono of tho sea, has a supernatural dream, 
and before him pass, as in panorama, timo 
and eternity. Among thostrange things that 
ho saw was an angel with a little book in his 
hand, and in bis droam tho ovangelist asked 
for this little book, and the angel gave it to 
him, ond told bim to eatit up. Asin adream 
things are sometimes incongruous, the evan- 
gelist took the little book and ato it up. Tho 
angol told him beforehand that it would bo 
very sweet in the mouth, but afterward ho 
would be troubled with indigostion. True 
enough, the ovangelist devours tho book, and 
it becomes to him a sweetness during tho mas- 
tication, but afterward a physical bitterncss. 

Who the angel was and what the book was 
no one can tell, The commentators do not 
agree, and I shall take no responsibility of 
interpretation, but will tell you that it sug 


gests tome the littl book of creeds which 


skeptics tako and chew up and find o very 
luscious morsel to their witticism, but after a 
whilo it is to them a great distress. Tho 
ange) of the church hands out this little book 
of evangelism, and the antagonists of tho 
Christian church take it and cat it up, and it 
makes thom smile at first, but afterward it is 
to them a dire dyspepsia. 

THE REASONS WIY CREEDS ARB NECESSARY, 

All intelligent people have creods—that is, 
favorite theories which thoy have adopted. 
Political creeds — that is, theories about 
tariff, about finance, about civil service, 
about government, Social creeds—that is, 
theories about manners and customs and 

ood neighborhood. Aesthetical creeds—that 
is, theories about tapestry, about bric-a-brac, 
about styles of ornamentation. Religious 
creeds—that is, theories about the Deity, 
about the soul; about the great future. Tho 
only being who has no creed about anything 
is the idiot. This scofling against creeds is 
always a sign of profound ignorance on the 
part of the scoffer, for be has himself a hm» 
dred creeds in regard to other things. In our 
time the beliefs of evangelistic churches are 
under a fusillade of caricature and misrepro- 
sentation. Men set up what they call ortho 
(lox faith, and then they rake it with 
the musketry of their denunciation. They 
falsify what the Christian churches be 
lieve. They take evangelical doctrines and 
set them in a harsh and repulsive way, 
and put them out of tho association with 
other truths. Thoy are like a mad anatomist, 
who, desiring to tell what a man is, dissects 
a human body and hangs up in one place the 
heart, and in another place tho two lungs, 
and in another place an ankle bono, and says 
thatisaman. They are only fragments of a 
man wrenehed ont of their God-appointed 
places. 

Evangelical religion is a healthy, symmct- 
rical, well jointed, roseate, bounding life, and 
the scalpel and the dissecting knifo of the in- 
fidel or the athcist cannot tell you what it is. 
Evangelical religion 1s as different from what 
it is represented to be by these enemies as tho 
scarecrow which a farmer puts fh the corn- 
ficld to keep off tho rayensis different from 
tho farmer himself. 

For instance, theso enemies of evangelism 
say that the Presbyterian church believes 
that God isa savage sovereign, and that bo 
mado some met just to damn them, and that 
thers are infants in hella span long. These 
old slanders come down from gencration to 
generation. Tha Presbyterian church be- 
lioves no such thing, Tho Presbyterian 
church belicves that God is a loving and just 
sovereign, and that wearefreeagents, ‘No, 
no! that cannot be,” say these men who have 
chewed up the creed.and have the consequent 
embittered stomachs. “That is impossiblo; 
if God isa sovereign, we cea’t bo free agents.” 
Why, my friends, wo adiit this in every 
other direction, I, Do Witt Talmage, am a 
free citizen of Brooklyn, Igowhen I pleass 
and I come when I please, but I have at 
least four sovereigns. The church court 
of our denomination; that is my 
ecclesiastical sovereign. The mayor of 
this city; he is my municipal sovereign. 
Tho governor of New York; ho is my 
state sovercign. Tho president of tho United 
States; ho is my national sovereign. Four 
sovereigns have I, and yet in every faculty 
of body, mind and soul I ama freo man.

Foreign wool 
and silk dress, and worsted men’s wear 
goods are in active demand. Raw wool is 
generally quiet and unchanged. . 

The total exports of wheat (and flonr) 
this week equal 1,192,101 bushels, : 
1,801,665 bushels last week, and 1, 
bushels in the last week of January, 1888. 
The heavy falling off this week is owing to 
decreased shipments at San Francisco, 
where they foil from 820,000 last week to 
189,000 bushels, Wheat is 35-80, chea 
on the weck, ¢orn 13-8c., and oats 
higher. 

w sugar has arrived more 
mainly direct to refiners, with still more 
liberal offerings which resulted in » reaction 
of 1-16c. Retined has been in slow sale but 
has not varied in price. 

The demand for and movement of coffes 
in private trade channels has been stronger, 
but in speculative lines trading has been 
vory dul, owing to the indisposition of 
dealors to actin the absence of crop news 
which will enable them to forecast prices te 
some oxtent. 

There were 71 strikes, involving 18,928 
strikers (partly estimaved) in January, 1889, 
against 68 strikes involving 40,436 employ- 
es in January, 1888, and 92 strikes involv- 
ing 76,971 employes in January, 1887.

Our contemporary comments as follows 
on the figures given : 

This is an excellent exemplification of loyalty 
as ticed by our present Vominion govern- 
ment. Imports from the United States are ad- 
mitted into Uanada on payment of on average 
custéme duty of fourteen per cent, while an ave- 
rage of twenty-two per cent is charged upon 
British goods, In the face of this discrimiva- 
tion it is not surprising that our trade with the 
motber couagtry is on the declive, and our trade 
with the United States rapidly increasing. 

The allegation is absolutely false, and we 
have no hesitation in saying that the Free 
Préss knows its falsity. The assertion w 
simply'a bold and impudent attempt to de- 
ceive the people, an attempt, made at that, 
by a journal which is endeavoring to bring 
about free trade with our neighbors, an ar- 

remeat under which Great Britain and 
alt foreign countries, excepting the United 
States, would be discriminated against to 
the-full extent of the United States tariff, 
which is some twenty per cent. higher than 
our own, 

The plain fact is that our tariff does not 

isétiminate against Great Britain. A ton 
of wugar, of iron, or any other dutiable 
articles pays precisely the same rate of duty 
when imported from the United States as 
from Great Britain or any other country. 
We challenge the Grit papers to produce 
any proof to the contrary. They cannot,be- 
cause it does not exist. 

As we have previously explained, the 
seeming difference in the rate of duty is 
caused by the fect that we of necessity im- 
port from the United States a vastly great- 
er amount of free goods (chiefly raw mater- 
fals for our manufacturers) than we do from 
England, our imports of free goods in 1888 
having been from the countries named : 


Great Britain............ $ 8,450,605 
United States............ 21,384,168 


The principal free goods from the United 
States were ; Coal (anthracite) $5,286,120; 
loga and timber $279,872; walnut $258,. 
250 ; other woods to the amount of about 
$850,000 ; cattle all kinds $300,000 ; hides 
$1,660,206 ; silk (raw) $164,708 ; wool (un- 
manufactured) $543,004; broom coru $125,- 
609 ; fruit (green) $157,000 ; tobacco (un- 
manofactured) $1,464,880; cotton waste 
$85,630 ; cotton wool $3,108,431. Thore 
are hundreds of other items of similar char- 
acter—articles, many of which Great Brit- 
ain does not and cannot produce,and others 
which she does not produce in quantity 
sufficient for her own want. Such is the 
character of our free imports aad such are 
reasons why our imports of free goods frotn 
the United States so largely exceed those 
from Great Britain—from, indeed,all other 
countries combined, as our total free im- 
porta were last year $33,201,276. and of 
those the United States, as we have seen, 
contributed no less than $21,384,168, or 
two-thirds of the whole. 

Taking the dutiable goods, we find that, 
whilst we collected $8,972,739 on a total 
import ot $30,848,116 from Great Britain, 
duty to the amount of $7,109,233 was paid 
on imports of the value of $27,097,680 from 
the United States. The average rate of 
duty on dutiable goods from Great Britain 
was 29 per cent. and on goods from the 
United States 264 por cent. This difference 
of 2} per cent. is solely owing to the dif- 
ference in the nature of the articles import 
ed from the countries in question. 

As the Pree Press has cried out so loudly 
over alleged discrimination, let us see how 
the rates of duty on imports from Great 
Britain and from the United States com- 

pared when its friends were in power, and 
when the tariff which it ardently supported 
was in operation, In 1878 the imports of 
all goodsa—dutiable and free—were : 
From the United States $48,631,739 
Oustoms duty .............. 4,794,599 
Average rate of duty 99 
From Great Britain $37,431,180 
Customs duty.............. 6,445,985 
Average rate of duty 17.5 


The proportionate rate of duty on British 

imports was thus nearly 44 per cent greater 
than on those from the United States 
Now it is a little less than 36 per cont 
greater. 
_ It is thus apparent that a more audacious 
imposture was never attempted than that 
which the Grit papers have been trying to 
foist upon their readers. Vory fittingly, 
too, the cry comes from a renegade journal 
that aided in defeating the opponents of 
the tariff which it now condemns, and a 
Grit organ which has uvited with it in an 
attempt to shut our markets to all countries 
excepting the United States, by the most 
highly protective tariff in the world, and 
thereby to sever our connection with the 
mother country.

Of the five samples of frozen barley tested 
two germinated in the proportion « f 16 per 
cent only, the others 47, 65, and 97; the 
last named was a good sample for seed, and 
the only one of the five which it would be 
safe to use. The twoof lowest grade were 
worthless for this purpose, that which gorm- 
inated in the proportion of 47 por cent. had 
about one-fifth of the plants very feeble, 
while that which rhowed 65 por cent. pro 

duced only 26 planta which made a fair 
growth, and 40 a weakly one. ¢ 

The four samples of oats ranged in germ- 
inating power as follows ;— 9, 63, 67 and 70 
The two of lower grade were found to be 
quite unfit for seed, the other two showed 
a fair growth, with but few feeble plants, 
and would be likely to produce good results 
with a favorable season if thickly sown, 

It is probable that these samples fairly 
represent the quality of the seed held for 
next year's sowing by the farmerh in those 
districts in Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories which have suffered from early 
frosta. 

If this be ao, then nearly one-third of the 
farmors settled in those localities are unpro 
vided with seed fit for sowing. Many ad 
ditional eamples are now undergoing test, 
and every mail adds to their number. It 
is hoped that all those who propose to send 
samples to be tested will forward them 
soon,eo that returns may be sent before the 
time for sowing begins

C,, Feb. 1.—The = 
of Dr. L. M. Shaffer in the State Peniten- 
tinry rocalls one of the most remarkable 
series of criminal transactions known to 
police records, the Bond swindling insur- 
ance cases. Dr, Shaffer bore an unblem- 
lished reputation for honor and EproDey, 
among his fellow-men, but he had led a 
double life. In connection with the Bonds 
he had used his official _ position 
in the Royal Tomplara, an insurance or- 
ganization, to defraud it by the en- 
rolment of fictitious names on the mem- 
bership list, and by furnishing ‘‘proofs” of 
the deaths of the alleged mombers, and gb- 
taining the insurance money thereon, The 
grotesque and ghastly nature of the mock 
Tanerald and reinterments of real bodies 
stolen from the potter's field under fictitious 
namos has hardly a parallel in fiction. Dr. 
Shaflor was the leading spirit in the cele- 
brated corpso trust, Which dofrauded tho 
United States Mutual and a number of 
other life insurance companies out of thous- 
ands of dollars, The riugleaders were con-

Whatever may 
have been the nature of Mr, Laurier’s cir- 
cular, it surely must be apparent to every 
clear sighted Reformer that unrestricted 
reciprocity, aside from its merits or de- 
merits, is quite impracticable, at least at 
present. The Americans say almost with 
one voice, ‘we won't haveit.’ Annexation 
and only annexation, they declare, will 
they agree to, and Reformers as well as 
Conservatives flatly declare annexation to 
Canada will not tolerate. This is a pretty 
solid dead-lock, and we haye long felt, and 
now consider it our duty to say it, that for 
the Liberal party to go on crying for what 
the Americans bluntly and sometimes in- 
sultingly tell us they won't grant, appears 
to us a weak political position, at variance 
with the national spirit of our people, and 
certain to land us in a false sal unpopular 
position.”

The sale of the 
vine vas hedged sround with «a wordy and 
voluminous contract, romething like the hay- 
fork scheme, aud after the buyer had signed it 
he found that he liad promised to pay $1560 
for a vine that was not worth more than 10 or 
20 cents, a very ordinary vine indeed. Then 
the Custonis officers dropped on to the racket, 
vines were entered at a value of 10 cents and 
were sold for $1.50. The officers made large 
seizures in the vineyards of the purchasers, 
and a large amount of additional duty was 
collected. The representatives of the fraudu- 
Jent tirm are now endeavoring to collect the 
unpaid portions of the contract mouey, and 
the vine nen are resisting them with a venge- 
ance. They wanttca co before Mr. Brown's 
committees and tell how they were victinized, 
Rural sufferers from the shoddy fakirs aleo 
want to putin some testimony about the 
operations of this class of switdlers, and it is 
likely that Mr. Brown will bo asked to hear 
them.

Ho had often acen scores 
aud even hundreds converted to God at 
one meeting. There are, he said, 35,000 
Indians in the region in which he had 
been working in the past years, In the Do- 
minion there are 135,000 Indians, and of 
theso 100,000 are Pagans. Nothing is too 
great to sacrifice forhim to carry the tid- 
ings to those enslaved in sin. He appeal- 
ed to his hearers to assistin this work of 
aiding the missionary cause. 

Ab the evening service addresses were 
delivered by the Rev. A. Browning and 
Mrs. L. Massey, of Wallbridge. Tho at- 
tendance was good. The former gavo ex- 
cellent and pointed remarks of the mission- 
ary work of which he was engaged in fora 
number of years among the Indians of Brit- 
ish Colombia, Mrs, Massey gave « practi- 
cal address and her remarks were listened 
to with marked attention,

The following is a brief outline of the dis- 
course delivered by the Rey. A. Browning 
at the morning services in this church ; 

Text—Ezekiel, 37, 3: Son of man, can 
these bones live ? And ] answered, O, Lord 
God, thou knowest. In the world to day 
are sixteen hundred and fifty million souls, 
Four hundred millions are Christians and 
over one thousand millions are Jews, Mo- 
hammedansaud heathens, The question 
asked by thousands of questioners 1s; Can 
these souls be saved in other Jands? Can 
they live? The prophet allowed God to 
anewer his own question, God's answer is 
our subject this morning. 

1, God says prophesy or preach unto 
them, Are the days of the preacher num- 
bered 7 and will the press and the Salvation 
Army supercede the preacher? 1 think 
not. Lmean preachers, not essayists, ‘The 
eseayist will say his pieoe and die, but the 
preacher will live on, The truest successors 
of Luther and Wesley and Kuox will be 
found in the mission fields. The eloguence 
of the Missionary is the eloquence of the 
heart. 

2. Preach the word of the Lord, By it 
Peter converted 3,000 souls. Through it 
Luther shook Rome, and wielding it Wes- 
ley shook Christendom. The medern idea 
of preaching anything but the word is re- 
served for Christian audiences ; nothing but 
the Bible will reach the hearts of the hea- 
then. 

3. A shaking follows and then reconstruc- 
tion. Bone comes to his follow bone, aad 
ainews and flesh cover them, There vasa 
shaking at Peutecost ; men shook under the 
preaching of our fathers ; they were smitten 
under the tifth rib, and their hearers trom- 
bled for theirsouls, There is a shaking to- 
dey. Old systems venerable with age are 
trembling to their fall. Error is shuking. 
Shall there be reconstruction ? Will the fu- 
ture baa heap of moral ruin with the preach 
er like a blind Samson dead in the midst, 
or shall it be reconstruction? a world re- 
deemed, beautified and saved. 

4. Life succeeds the shaking. And they 
lived. Wherever the missionary lands he 
finds death, but he turns death into life, 
Conscience lives ; consideration lives ; mo- 
rality lives ; souls live, and nations are born 
to God, What has been done will be done 
Again, until it shall be eaid of all, they live. 

5. They become an army. They stand 
upon theirfeet. Christianity finds may a 
horizontal being of the earth, oarthy. It 
makes him a perpendicular boing, like the 
Lord from heaven. The races of men who 
to-day stand upon their feet and have their 
heads in the sun, have been raised by the 
power of the word of God. They are an 
exceeding groat army. Their commander 
is the Lord Jesus Christ; their marching 
orders, ** go into all the world and preach.”

Sir John Thompson introduced a bill to 
anjend the Electoral Pronchise Act, Chapter 
V of the Revised Statutes. He explained 
that it was in substance similar to the Lill in- 
troduced last session at alate stage, the pro- 
ypions of which bave already been published. 
Pt aT wis rend a first time. 

Sir Jolin Thompson aleo introduced lis bill 
relating to bills of exchange, checks ond 
promissory notes, which he proposes to have 
enforced on Sept. l next. He explained that 
the object aimed at was uniformity -through- 
out the various provinces of the Dominion 
and the assimilation of the law with that of 
England, except incasos where billa mature 
on the Sabbath when they are payable the day 
followin, instead of the day preceding as 1 
the case in Great Britain, The alterations mn 
the common law are simply in ratification of 
commercial usage, The bill was read a first 
time.

(the membors of the Ministerial Asaovia- 
tion) were nobcranks, ns they had been of- 
ten termed, but were intelligent creatures, 
who minister to intelligent audiences ; they 
represonted a large number of the inhabit- 
ants of the city. The Association, he ssid, 
was in full accord with the Women’s Chris 
tian Temperance Union. Ho thanked the 
Mayor and Aldermen for the privilgo 
vhich had been granted him of addressing 
the Council, and took his seat. 

Ald. JW. Johogon said he had groat 
reapect for the Ministerial Association and 
the ladies som posing the Women's Christian 
Association. He said what we wante:! in 
this city was better tavern accomodatin. 
The city would not get along without h tel 
Accomodation. The tavern ison adiffercat 
basis froma saloon. Tho fact is that we 
have not enough first class taverns, Le 
could not come to any other conclusion 
than that his vote would be recorded ayaicst 
the granting of the petition, for the rexs7n 
that the council had no power over the 
license commissiouers. He moved the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

After due consideration of the pastition 
fowthe reduction of licenses, the council 
retpectfully declines to grant it, for tho 
feteon that one of the urgent neods of tho 
City is first-class hotel accomodation, and 
the council hos no guarantee that if they 
ordered tho reduction the commissioners 
would pot deprive hotels that are needled 
for the accomodation of the travelling public 
of their licenses, and spare the saloons,— 
Carried. 

Ald. J. G. Vandusen said it was a mat- 
ter of great importance. The saloon licen’ 
ses, he thought, were not needed, as those 
places had no accommodation, He was in 
favor of the prayer cf the petition and he 
thought that the petition should be graut- 
ed. 

Ald. Collins said he was opposed to the 
granting of the potition. He thought that 
the petition should be sent to Toronto, Tne 
Council had no contro! in the matter, tle 
would yote to throw out the petition, 

Ald, Forin said there was need of bettor 
hotel accommodation. The ladivs, he 
thought, should bring the matter before the 
License Commissioners Tho city can say 
how many licenses the Commissioners cxu 
grant to the city. He was in favor of the 
petition, because the number of liconsos 
were too numerous in the city. Ho was 
prepared to support the petition, He 
moved an amendment that tho prayer of 
the petition be granted. 

Ald, Porter said his viows on the inatior 
were the same as the previous year, fle 
thought that the petition should be brous ht 
before the License Commissioners, as thoy 
would be able to deal with it. Hs mov.d 
that the petition accompany tho following 
resolution ;

Mr, Moodie’s Death, 

in yesterday's issue, a brief item appeared 
announcing the death of Mr, Robt. Moodie, 
at one time a resident of this city. Weclip 
the following from the Empire, giving the 
particulars, which are as follow : 

The sudden death of Robert H, Moudie, 
late Western agent of the Lutercolonial 
ltuilway, with headquarters in Toronto, on 
Sundey, was a great shock to his numerous 
friends and acquaintances throughout the 
country. Few railway men were better 
known in Ontario than Mr, Moodie, and as 
his sphere of activity in this province was in 
harmony and not in conflice with the great 
railway corporationswhich control this prov- 
ince, he had through his many dealings inade 
mapy friends, and no enemies. Although 
isolated from the base of operations of the 
great corporation of which he was the wost- 
ern representative, the post whiclrhe fill- 
ed to the satisfaction of his superiors wos a 
mort important one. On himinyolved the 
arrangements of the passenger and freight 
traffic between this province and the sea, 
and at the time of his death he was engag 
ed in the difficult and intricate work of ar- 
ratiging and comparing tariffs.for the Gov- 
ernment. This work was extremely ardu 
ous and necessitated numerous long trips 
and mach correspondonce. At the time of 
his deceasehe was about two-thirds through 
this most important work, and had he been 
spared a few months longer he would have 
completed a task which had already broken 
in health two of the clearest headed railway 
officials on the continent. 

Mr. Moodie, about a month ago, was call- 
ed to Ottawa on business connected with 
his railway, and had the misfortune whilst 
there to contract a severe cold, which con- 
fiaed him to his home at Windermere since 
hie return, Oa the 224d ult. he was called 
to the city on imperative business, and tak- 
ing @ fresh cold he never rallied suffisiontly 
to leave his bed. 

His first railway ongagement was with the 
Grand Trunk railway, and by dint of unre- 
mitting attention he rose to the position of 
froight agent for tho city of Toronto, T'or 
the past ten or twelve years his valuable life 
has been spent in the services of the luler- 
colonial, and now, when he was just about 
to complete his greatest undertaking, he 
has been called away. He was the younvest 
son of the late J. W. Dunbar Mootlie, the 
first oheriff of Uke county of Hastings, and 
tho Iate Susanna Moodie, the well known 
authoress. Elo married E’vanor Rursell, 
and leaves a young family of four daughtors 
aud twosons. His sisters, Mro. Vickors, 
of Toronto, and Mra. Ohamberlaia, of Ot- 
tuwa, are (he remaining representatives of 
the original Moodie family in Canada,

They are Good as Pickles—Some as Large as 
Foxes. 


Should a Maine lumberman find a stump 
or rotten log with thousands of big black 
ants in it, says the Pittsburg Dispatch, he 
scoops the torpid insects from their winter 
domicile and fills his dinner pail with them.

Ante are said by those who have tasted 

; them to have a peculiarly agreeable, strong. 
| ly acid flavor. The woodsmen, whose food 
consists largely of salted meat, baked beans 
and similar hearty victuals, naturally have 
acraving for something sour. ‘Ants are 
the very best of pickles,” sid on old ‘log. 
ger,” who confessed to having devoured 
thousands of them. ‘They are cleanly 
insects, and there is no reason why they 
should not be eaten, ifone can get over a 
little squeamishness caused by the thought 
of taking such crawling things’ into his 
stomach, There isnothing repulsive among

Ants have at various times and in differ- 

} ent countries been quite © tensively used in 

medicine, and formic acid, which was first

less than dogs, but larger than foxes,”

THE SAMOAN TROUBLE. 


The following explanation, which is giv- 
en by the Montreal Gazette, of the recent 
dispute between Germany and the United 
States, concerning Samoa, will be read with 
interest : 

In 1858 the firm of Godefroy & Company 
of Hamburg, made Samoa their headquar- 
ters for the Pacific trade. From there they 
pushed their agencies southward to the 
Friendly and other groups, northwards to 
the Kingsmills and neighboring islands and 
on to the Carolines and to Yap at the en- 
trance of the sea of Luzon. The right of 
Spain to the Carolines was subsequently 
decided by Papal arbitration, but the 
Germans were still allowed the liberty of 
trading. The German settlement at 
Apia (now the chief town of Samoa) be- 
gan by the purchase of 2,509 acres of 
land for about $500, paid for in arms and 

ammunition. This mode of barter was 
conducted in spite of the protest 
of the missionaries who opposed 
it as detrimental to native interests, But 
the German traders are said to have con- 
sisteptly discouraged missionary teach- 
ing and declined to change their methods. 
As early as 1872 the chiefs of Samoa ap- 
pealed for protection to the United States 
Government. Action was not taken at once 
but about 1875 Col. Steinberger was com- 
missioned by the Government at Washing- 


jubilee.

Diveroes in the States, 

An answer, not satisfactory, seems to be 
given to the question, ‘Is marriage a fail- 
ure ("as regards some of the states of the 
union, A contemporary says :— 

‘In a recent address, delivered at Sara- 
toga Springs, New York, Rev. Horrick 
Johnson, D. D., quoted stetistics showing 
that about one out of twelve marriages in 
the whole country is brought to a violont 
disruption by divorce. In many sections 
the proportion is, of course, worse than 
this. In Connecticut there is one divorce 
to 11 marriages, and in one of the counties 
of this State one to 64. In Maasachusotts, 
formerly one of the best regulated States, 
there was one divorce to 51 marriages in 
1860 ; 1880 it was ono to 28 ; California, in 
29 counties, has one divorce to a fraction 
over 7 marriage licenses ; Chicago, one di- 
vorce to 8 marriages ; Indiana, one to 11 ; 
Denver, one to a little less than four.” 

Hasty and ill-advised marriages primarily

not too conservative and arbitrary in this 
matter, and whether the limitations by law 
and the expensivencss and delay of its oper- 
ations do not compel individuals often to 
submit to continued gross wrongs and out: 
rages which only divorce or death could re- 
lieve.

What Various Deputations Wanted of Min-

Henry Corby to-day introduced a deputa- 
tion of Belleville cheese men to the Ministers 
of Fmance and Customs, They want the 
Government to put o duty on liquid rennet, 
which ia extensively used in the manufacture 
of cheese, for the benefit of persons in Canada 
who are desirous of entering into its manu- 
facture. At presentall the liquid is imported 
from the Unted Statrs, 

Mr. F. W. Polson of the Polson Iron 
Works, Toronto, had an importaut interview 
with Mr. Bowell and Mr, Foster to-day, and 
he willsee the ministers again to-morrow. 
Mr. Polson wants to engage extensively in 
the building of steel steamships and le ix now 
building a mwammoth ship for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway's upper lake service at Owen 
Sound.

THE LOCAL LEGISLATURE. 


Nine Priyate and Three Pablic Bills In- 
troduced—The Voters’ Lists, 


Toronto, Feb, 6,—Onr legislators put im 
What might be called, for them, ao full half 
day's work, sedi 
hours, The voluthe of petitions is on the 
increase, and bills are piling up wonder- 
fully. The Private Bills Committeein the 
afternoon organized with Mr. Gibson as 
chairman, and its first act was to extend the 
time of receiving bills anothor week. 

Nine private and three public bills were 
introduced. ‘The most important of these 
was a billby Mr, Leys to confer certain 
powers on the Board of Trade. It is to 
compel the attendance of witnesses in arbi- 
tration cases, the taking of evidence under 
oath in such cases, and enforcing the awards 
of arbitrators. 

The time of the House was chiefly accu- 
pied by the consideration of the’bill respect- 
ing voters’ lists. Hon. Mr. Fraser ox- 
plained the charges made, which by the 
way are generally unimportant and were 
order to make the 
provisions of the bii .onform with the 
Manhood Suffrage Act passed last session. 

Dr. Gilmoref West York), is endeavoring 
to get a bill through the Houss to incor- 
porate a Belt Line Railway Company round 
the city. He introduced it, 

Mayor Clarke, John Leys and H, E. 
Clarke, M.P.’s, with Ald.' McMillan, City 
Treasurer Coady and City Solicitor Biggar 
held a consnitation with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral last evening regarding the consolidation 
of the city debt. Ald, McMillan explained 
that the city wanted power to uso perman- 
ent debentures, a power which is enjoyed 
by Montreal. Mr, Mowat promised to give 
the petition of tho city now before the 
House his best attention,

city of Ottawa asking power to borrow 
$150,000 for the extension of the water- 
works system,

COLLATED FOR THE FARMER. 


Add a little boiling water to the ‘hog- 
swillso as to take the chill off. 

The corn plant is a gross feeder, and the 
land cannot be made too rich. 

Many breeds of swine degenerate because 
the sows are used for breeding purposes 
before they are a year old. 

The cow that gives ten quarts of milk per 
day requires no more care than one that 
produces one half that quantity. 

Clover hay chopped fine and scalded is an 
excellent food for foe If cut as short as 
half an inch it is excellent also for poultry. 

The point where the dairymen lose is the 
buying of fresh cows instead of raising grad- 
ed cows of their own. Tho breed is an im- 
portant factor. 

Put your finest and best manure in the 

rden. Use the coarse manure on corn, 

tndeavor, however, to have the whole heap 
well rotted before using. 

Don't be afraid to cut out the canes from 
raspberries, liberally, and out them low 
down. Too many canes in a hill will not 
produce as well as a few strong and stocky 
ones, 

The general sentiment, 03 expressed b' 
Towa breeders, is that the steer should be 
made to weigh 1400 to 1500 pounds at 24 to 
30 inonths old, 


Under ordinary circumstances 20 feet is 
close enough to plant trees around the 
house. If tall growing varieties are select- 
ed they will afford considerable protection 
against lightning. 

Butter at 40 cents pays a good profit to 
the producer, but there is a wide range be- 
tween 16 cents for poor and 40 cents for 
good butter, when it takes as niuch cream 
to make one as the other. 

The man who feeds ground oats, bran and 
corn-ineal in equal quantities will get a good 
many per cent. nearer a correct. feeding 
method than is usually reached, taking our 
dairymen and farmers as a class. 

A Western breeder states that if farmers 
will devote their attention to the inutton 
breeds of sheep they can clear larger profits, 
even if the wool from such sheep is burned, 
than from sheep that are kept principally 
for the profit expected from wool. 

Every farmer is interested in good roads, 
None but experienced road overseers should 
be selected, and the tax required for roa 
repair, if properly applied, is money ve 
invested, Good roads save valuable horse 
and ayoid loss of time by the farmer. a 

John Gould says that farmers may as well 
stand by cach other as to be “held up" b 
aspeculator. If they will discard all jeals 
ousies and work each for the interest of all, 
there is no reason why they may not receive 
all the benefit of a co-operative creamery. 

If the fruit trees are split by frost a good 
plan is to heat grafting wax, spread it over 
a piece of muslin and place over the wound, 
tying in place with strips of the same 
material wrapped around the trees, The 
strip coyered with wax should be sufficient- 
ly large to entirely cover the wound. 

Tn an examination of the stomachs of over 
500 English sparrows, according to Professor 
Riley, only eighty-two were found to con- 
tain any insect remaing at all, while the 
stomach of a single truly insectivorous bird 
had 250 web worms. This bird would have 
given more aid tathe orchardist than any 
army of the useless sparrows, 

Thot the farmer may ostablish a quick- 
growing, beefy kind, upon his farm, he is 
anly required to secure growthy spoci- 
mens—good feeders—of breeds not akin, 
and he will straightway obtain what he 
desires.

Mr. Dewdnoy, first as an officer of the 
Government in the Territories, and later on 
as the Governor of those Territorics, was 
alone to blame for the events which led up 
to civil war and the sacrifice of many 


lives on the banks of the Saskatchewan. 
Mr. Laurier reviewed at lougth the position 
of the halfbreeds in that country, their 
claims for justice that had been repoatedly 
made, their meetings and their threats 
which finally wound np in the fire of the 
first gun of the rebellion at Duck Lake. 

"Who are the men responsible,” demand- 
ed Mr, Laurier, for those scenes of blood 
and strife in 1885?

But it was the man who now sits on 
the Treasury benches as the Minister of the 
Interior. That gentleman had a duty to 
yerform which he grossly noglected. He 
Enew perfectly well about the dissatisfac- 
tion that existed among the half-breeds and 
it was his p'ace and his duty to call the 
attention of the Government to these griev- 
ances, The hon. Minister of the Interior 
know all about these agitations but he never 
once informed the Government of the seri- 
ous aspect that had involved the half-breeds 
in the Northwest.”’ 

Sir John Macdonald in reply said; ‘I 
cannot forget that the hon. gentleman 
sympathized with the battle on the Saskat- 
chewan and his views thereon were moro 
warmly than loyally each The Min- 
ister of the Interior, I think, is in every 
way the equal of the hon, gentleman, and 
in many ways I would not compare th m.

A COMMOTION IN GRIMSBY. 


Lively Times Over the Arrest of an Alleged 
Beott Act Offender, 

Sr, CaTitAntnes, Feb, 6.—Early on Mon- 
day morning, Conrtable Root of Beamsville 
arrived in Grimbsy with a Scott Act warrant 
for the arrest of Mr, Adam Konkle, charged 
with a breach of that law for the third time. 
Konkle on receiving the information asked 
permission to go to his bedroom and dress 
tor the journey to St. Catharines. In doing 
80 he was followed by Root, who, as Mra, 
Konkle states, stood in the door of the 
room where she was just gotting out 
of bed and dressing. She asked Koot to 
retire for oa few moments but he do- 
clined, which conduct so exasperated her 
that she slammed the door in his face and 
locked him out. Root wasindoubt as to 
whother he could break in the door to secure 
his prisoner, and after a long parley sent 
for Scott Act Magistrate Davis and somo 
constables. On the news spreading through 
the village o large crowd gathered, and the 
constables, who were around the house, re- 
mained until after dinner, when the door of 
the room was smashed and the man secur- 
ed. During the excitement, it is said, 
Konkle fired several shots, and his father 
broke one of the windows in handing him 
upaclub with which to defend himself 
against the housebreakers. The prisoner 
was finally brought off to St. Catharines 
jail in a sleigh, and the affair is the subject 
of much comment as to whether the charge 
upon which he was arrested justifies the 
authorities in breaking into the man’s 
house or otherwise.

It is quite certain, ho says, that ite fisher 
few Will bo of very creat future value In 
the first place, all the rivers which flow into 
Hudson's Bay from the west have, with one 
exception, breeding grounds for « variety of 
silmon known as ‘‘Hearne’s” salmon, 
which differs slightly from the salmon of 
both the cast and the west const, though 
resembling the former in that it will rise to 
thofly, 4 peculiarity not possessed by the 
West const salmon Then, again, the fresh. 
water fisherios nay become an important 
source Of supply to those who are not con- 
tent with sea-fish. White fish are now 
brought 300 milea to the mouth of the Red 
River, frozen in the summer time by artifi 
cial processes, and * shipped” in the frozen 
state as far south os St. Louis, a distance 
probably of 1,500 miles. To assist in meet- 
ing this demand for fresh-water fish (ie., 
the white fish, salmon-trout, and true 
sturgeon—in other words. the caviare- pro 
ducing sturgeon), the nearest point from 
which a supply could be obtained from the 
Keewatin district would be the lakes in the 
Laurentian country, which forms the west 
shore of Hudson's Bay. These lakes are ex- 
tensive and numerous—areé said, in fact, to 
cover no less than 33 per cont of the surface, 
Their waters teem with white-fish of the 
finest quality, and with lake-trout frequent- 
ly of teortl 30 1Us, to 40 Ibs. weight, and 
are just as easy of access from the ports of 
Great Britain as Lake St. John in Quebeo 
would Le, were a trade to arise, 

Besides the fishing mentioned, there is a 
prospect of meoting with the polar bear, 
and there would be the certainty of shoot- 
ing a number of caribou (the North Ameri- 
tan reindeer), with the possibility of bring- 
ing back some of the young, and te turing 
the musk-ox, which is declared by the 
Arctic vayageurs who come in contact with 
it lo. be as dangerous an animal, owing to 
its nimbleness, ferocity, and strength, as 
many that are to be met with in the jungles 
of Indin.

The Emperor of China is now seventeen 
years old. He is # slénder, yellow-faced, 
almond-eyed, black-queued, young Tartar, 
who has all the instingfs of the ordinary 
boy, and who likes fun aswell as any boy 
among his subjects. A few days ago he 
went out to visit some small steam launches, 
and to the horror of his eunuchs, rushed past 
them and down into the engine-room, He 
here found a coolie with a dirty handker- 
chief tied round his head, oiling the ma- 
chinery.

A Pingue of Tigers In Java, 

According to the administration report of 
Java recently laid before the Dutch Chambers 
he of that island are being depopu 
ated through tigers, In 1882 the 0) det 
tion of a village in the southwest of the 
Bantam provinge Waa removed and tran# 
ferred to in island off the coast in conse 
quence of the trouble caused to the people 
by tigers. These animals have now become 
an intolerable pest in parts of the samo 
province. ‘The total population is abont 
600,000, and in 1887 61 were killed by 
tigers, and in consequence of the dread 
existing among the people it has been pro 
j08ed to deport the inhabitants of the vil 
ren most threatened to other parts of the 
country where tigers are not 50 common, 
and where they can pursue their agricultural 
occupations with a greater degree of secur 
ity. At present they fear to go anywhere 
near the borders of the forest. The people 
present seem disinclined, or they lack the 
means and courage, to attack and destroy 
their enemy, although considerable rewards 
are offered by Government for the destruc- 
tion of beasts of prey. In 1888 the reward 
for killing a royal tiger was raised to 200 
florins. It appears also that the immunity 
of the tiger is in part due to superstition, 
for it is Pbiktdanes re to kill one unless 
he attacks first or otherwise does injury. 
Moreover, guns were always very rare iD 
this particular district, and, since a rising a 
few years ago, have been taken away by the 
authorities altogether. 


Sons of Knox College. 

Since the commencement of the college in 
1844, the whole number of students whe 
conipleted their theological course, including 
the twenty-six who completed their coursé 
in the Institute of the United Presbyterian 
Church, is 424. Besides these, about fifty 
attended the theological classes for one o1 
two sessions, but did not complete their 
course in Knox College. Nearly all its 
graduates have been licensed as preachera 
and ordained as ministers. Most of them 
are labouring, or have been labouring, in 
preaching the gospel in the different pro: 
vinces of British North America. Some 
have been settled in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and some have gone to heathen lands.

A Bit of Railway History. 

The latest issue of the Statistical Record 
of Canada, containing information relating 
to 1887 and in some cases down to Ilay '88, 
which has just been received, gives a bit of 
exrly railway history that will be interest- 
ing to most of our readers. It eays the first 
railway in Canada was cpened on the 21st 
of July, 1836, between Laprairie and St. 
Johns, in the Province of Quebec, its length 
being 16 miles, but such little progress was 
made in railway developement, that when 
the first sod of the Northern Railway was 
turned by Lady Elgin in 1850, there were 
but seventy-one miles in operation. Speak- 
ing of that ceremony the Illustrated Lon- 
don News said; ‘*The inhabitants of the 
“frozen and hitherto imperfectly under- 
** stood region of Canada have not until re- 
* cently availed themselves of the modern 
‘advantages of publicimprovements," Slow 
though this country undoubtedly was at 
one time in the matter of railway con- 
struction, it has of late years made remark- 
able progress and its enterprise has excited 
the admiration of the world. At Qon.- 
federation in 1867 there was but 2,268 
miles in operation, In 1877 the length of 
line operated was 5,5744 miles, and in 1887 
no less than 11,691 miles, In the paat ten 
years, the number of passengers carried on 
Canadian railways has increased from 6 
millions te upwards of 10} millions; tons

MISREPRESENTATION. 


In his annual address to his constituents 
at Birmingham, the Hon. Joseph Ohamber" 
lain, who was one of the commissioners 
who negotiated tho project for a new fish- 
ery treaty which was rejected by the Senate 
of the United States, spoke as follows : 


“One thing is certain; the people cf our 
colonies have the greatest interest in 
ress. yates! closest ond most friendly rela- 
tions with their great neighbor consistent with 
that political independence which they desire to 
preserve, and which, as far as I know, the peo- 
le of the United States have no desire to dis- 
'b ; and if the new Government of the United 
States should see their way to any extension of 
commercial intercourse with Canada and with 
Newfoundland, then I am quite certain that 
this fishery question will become a matter of 
comparative insignificance and of very easy ar- 
rangement. 


The Toronto Mauil, in its issue of the 7th 
inst., comments as follows on Mr. Ohamber- 
lain’s remarks : 

From this it is evident that Mr. Chamberlain 
deems it guite ible for Canada to enjoy 

commercial intercourse with the United 
States without sacrificing or endangering in any 
degree her political independence. We have 
never heard Mr, Chamberlain's loyalty to Great 
Britain questioned, but those Canadians who 
are advocating the extension of commercial in. 
tércourse, of which he speaks, are being daily 
accused by their Pebectioaiat fellow-country 
men of ei ees and disloyalty. Mr, Chamber. 
‘s suggestion, moreover, that closer trade 
relations between the two countries would fur 
nish an easy solution of the fishery difficulty will 
scarcely be considered as treasonable, as coming 
from him, though when made by O snadians it 
is branded as an evidence of disloyalty of the 
dengan G ye. 

The Mail's attompt to identify the com- 
mercial union project with the extension of 
commercial intercourse of which Mr.Cham- 
berlain spoke is a bold but impotent at- 
tempt to justify its disloyalty by creating 
coniusion in the minds of ite readers as to 
the difference between reciprocity and com 
mercial union, or unrestricted reciprocity, 
Mr. Chamberlain is, however, the last man 
whom the pro-Yankee organ should have 
sought to muster into the ranks of tho fad 
dists ; for he it was who, speaking as the 
representative of the British Government, 
warned us, on threo or four occasions, that 
the adoption of an arrangement for com- 
mercial union or unrestricted reciprocity 
with the United States and the mainton 
ance of a tariff againat Great Britain would 
cause the mother eountty to sever the tie 
which unites us with the British Empire. 

It is clear, thon, that the *‘ extension of 
commercial intercourse’ of which Mr, 
Ohamberlain spoke was not the ‘ closer 
commercial intercourse’ which is advocated 
by the Mail, because the latter was de- 


nounced by him as inconsistent with our

Hon. Edgar Dewdney laid on the table of 
the House this afternoon the annual report of 
the Department of Indian Affairs. -Tho re- 
portisa book of 250 pawes and is very com- 
plete in its details. The Indian population of 
the Dominion in 1880 was 105,000, it is now 
124,589. British Columbia bas 37, 944, On- 
tario 17,700, Quebeo 12,465, Manitoba and the 
Northwest 26,368, the Athabasca District 
8000, the Mackenzie district 7000, Kast- 
ern «Rupert's Lana 4016, the  Arotio 
coast 4000, and the balance is scattered in 
other sections. There are 1974 Indian pupils 
attending school in Ontario, 445 in Quebec, 
2941 in Manitoba and the Northwest, and 512 
in British Columbia. Of the Indian popula- 
tion in Ontario 9479 are Protestants, 6273 are 
Roman Catholics and 1151 pagans. Of the 
8362 Indiana on the Grand River 2500 are Pro- 
testanta and 862 pagans. The personal be- 
longings aud the value of the products of the 
Indians of Ontario for the year amounted to 
$137,949. 

The report says: ‘In reviewing the condition 
of Indian matters in Ontario one cannot but 
feel that the position is certainly a gratifying 
one, but their progress would be very greatly 
enhanced were the facilities greater for im- 
parting to the young, more generally than is 
now the case, thorough practical instruction 
in useful occupations, which would admit of 
their taking their placos in the ranks of the 
industrious classes and thus the solution of the 
Indian question would be greatly expedited in 
so far as this province is cotlcerned,

Tho 
aim of Mr, Fronch’s bill is to protect women 
from the slanderous tongues of others. He 
pointed out many cases where innocent 
women had lost their character through the 
vile reporta circulated about them by 
malicious parties and showed that this act 
would give injured parties redress and 
punish their slanderers. The measure was 
discussed at length by Messrs. Meredith, 
Hardy, Fraser, Mowat, O Connor, Waters, 
and Harcourt. Messrs. Hardy and Mere- 
dith objected to it on the ground 
that it would be the cause of untold litiga- 
tion, and this would have the offect of 
placing slandered women in a worse position 
than they wero at present, The other 
gentlemen agreod with the bill, though they 
thought the provisions might be modified, 
The debate on the bill was adjourned. 

Mr. Meredith asked if it was the inten- 
tion of the Government to acquiesce in the 
recent decision of the High Court of Jus- 
tice which held that certain provisions of 
the act to provide against frauds in the 
supplying of milk to cheese or butter 
manufactories, Were beyond the power of 
the legislature, Premier Mowat replied 
the Government would not acquiesce but 
would have an act passed in the legislature 
enabling them to appeal. 


HAMILTON'S BURGLARS. 


Tho Mystery of the Ing and Blanse Robber- 
fes Cleared Up. 


Hamitton, Fob. %.—A couple of days 
ago Augustus Liddy, Wm. Doyle and Wm. 
Baird were tried at Cobourg for burglary 
and were cach sentenced to five years in the 
Kingston penitentiary. The local detectives 
have succeeded in connecting these same 
crooks with the Ing and Blanze burglaries, 
which were committed on the nights of Jan, 
14and 16, The Ing burglary was a peculiar 
one, because about a week after it ocourred 
half of the eb stolen was returned by 
two boys, who had been given a parcel on 
Vine-street with instructions to leave it at 
Ing’s store, The other robbery was not a 
very extensive one, the thieves being satis- 
field with several bottles of wine and 
whisky and a couple of boxes of cigars, 

The priucipal crook and leader of the 
gang was Augustus Liddy, a German, who 
came here about a year ago. He was dis- 
charged from the Kingaton Penitentiary on 
Jan. 21, after serving four years for steal! 

a horse at Berlin. Liddy is a blonde, w: 
curly hair, and is well educated, speaking 
French and German very fluently. When 
he first arrived here he boarded with a fam- 
ily who lived opposite the jail. He was also 
a student at o business college here for 
aterm. He occasionally took trips to To- 
ronto, remaining away several days at a 
time. He was one of the body guard which 
received Lord Stanley on his visit here. 
The detectives learned that Liddy and his 
partner, William Doyle, a Toronto thief 
whom he introduced os a law student, 
boarded at seven or eight different houses in 
this city. The morning after the Blaaze 
robbery they were then boarding in Park- 
street, and were somowhat behind in their 
board. They wanted to leave, and in order 
to secure herself the landlady kept their 
overcoats. Detective Reid afterwards 
searched the pookets of the overcoats and 
founc a number of cigars similar to those 
which were stolen from Blaaze’s hotel. 

The detectives discovered that Liddy and 
Doyle had left here for ‘Toronto, going from 
there to Cobourg, It appears that they 
had previously committed a burglary thero 
and had hidden the plunder. The police 
found the stuff and left it where it was in 
the hope that the burglars would call for 
it. Doyle and Liddy made tho trip pur- 
posely to get the spoils, and were arrested 
when they were carting it away. In the 
meantime the Toronto detectives arrested 
Wim. Baird, a well known thief, for com- 
plicity in the Cobourg job. The detectives 
here knew that Ing’a stuff was seoreted 
somewhere in the city, but they were 
afraid thot the thieves would get away be- 
fore they recovered it, On Doyle and 
Liddy were found two of the shirts which 
were stolen from Mr, Blaaze,

I know some boast 
their equilibrim, and they do not rise into 
enthusiasm, and they do not break down 
with emotion ; but I confess to you plainly 
that when I sco a man coming to God, and 
giving up his sin I feel in body, mind, and 
When I see & man who is 
bound hand and foot in evil habit emancipat- 
ed, I rejoice over is as though it were my 
own emancipation: When to-day in our 
Communion Service such throngs of young 
and old stand at these altars, and in the 
presence of heaven and earth and hell attest 
their allegiance to Jesus Christ, I feel a joy 
something akin to that which the apostlo 
describes when he says : ‘“* Whether in the 
body I cannot tell, or out of the body I can- 
not tell ; God knoweth.”

I have scen ministers 
kept on miserable stipends by parsimon 
ious congregations who wondered at the 


dullness of the sermons, when the men 
of God were per plexed almost to death by 
questions of livelihood, and had not enough 
nutritious food to keep any fire in thoitr 
temperament. No fuel, no fire. I have 
sometimes seen the inside of the life of 
many of the American clergymen — never 
accopting their hospitality, because they 
cannot atford it; but have seen them struggle 
on with salaries of five and six hundred 
dollars a yonr—-the average less than that 

their struggle, well depicted by the Western 
missionary who says ina letter: “Thank 
you for your last remittance; until it came 


we had not any meat in our house for one 
year, and all last winter, although it was a 
xevere winter, our children wore their sum 
mer clothes.” And these men of God I find 
in different parta of the land, struggle against 
annoyances and oxasperations innumerable ; 
ome of them week after week ontertaining 
agents who have maps to sell, and submit 
ting themselves to all sty les of annoyance, 
and yet without complaint, and cheerful of 
How do yon account for the fact that 
these lifo-insurance men tell us that minis 
ters asa class live longer than any others 1 
It is because of the joy of their work, the 
joy of the harvest field, the joy of greeting 
prodigals home to their Father's house, 

Oh, we are in sympathy with all innocent 
hilarities. Wecan enjoy 4 hearty song, and 
we can be merry with the merriest; but 
those of us who have toiled in the service 
are ready to tostify that all these joys art 
compart d with the satisfaction of 
cing men enter the king domof God.

SEED GKAIN, 
It would look as if the late oxposurea in 
the seed grain business should direct tho at- 
tention of the Legislature to the subject, 
that they may take somo steps to protect 
the farmers from themselves. Tho scheme 
is one that requires a level head, and the 
subtlety of a serpent, but we are sorry to 
say that its proper working does not flourish 
in the hands of those who are as harmless 
as doves, This city has the honor or dis 
honor of being the head quarters of the 
Yankee concern that issues a bond under 
the law of one of the states of the Union, 
which bond is noted for two things : firat it 
plainly sets forth tho agreement to be of a 
ga bing character. This clauso is insorted 
to prevent the principlas being arrested as 
awindlers ; and secondly the bond shines 
ont in all the glory of a big red seal, Asa 
usual thing farmers are cautious, they make 
their money slowly and are careful in their 
investments, yet thousands of dollars are 
represented by this so-called agreement, 
which is locked up Sealy in farmers’ 
closets. Let those who are taking such care 
of these documents not lose any sleep if 
they are lost, as we have the authority of a 
lawyer that under this contract for gamb- 
ling the company that these so-called agents 
represent, cannot sue or be sued. 

The scheme was started carefully hore at 
first. A retired farmer living in the city, a 
church member and a man of good repute, 
was engaged to shove the business slowly 
and carefully, the theory being to let some 
one make a few dollars, when tho rest will 
easily drop into the net. A few made mo- 
ney out of their neighbors, and the scheme 
was ripe. Any one will answer for agents 
now, and people are drawing fifteen-dollar- 
a-bushel wheat all over the country in hopes 
of making wealth before the bubble bursts. 

The agents in this city are wise in their 
a and have laid their plans care- 

ully, so that after a Township has been ju- 
diciously milked they leave it alone. But 
they have their imitators, who are not s0 
clever or are over ambitious, one of whom 
is Mr. Butler, formerly of Stirling, who was 
well known ina hayfork swindle. Butler 
meant well, and was as willing to reap rich 
pone from teaching fermers to gamble as 

is tutors of this city, but he did not pos- 
seas their wisdom and overdid the business, 
and now it will be in order for this Belle- 
ville concern to call Butlers swindler, when 
he was only a poor student of their ways. 
When Butler threatened an action against 
the Toronto Newsfordisclosing his methods, 
he made a mistake. His tutors here would 
have used better judgment. We have ex- 
posed their ways of doing business time and 
time again. They talk here about us be- 
hind our backs, but they know better than 
to go to law.

Bellevtile Gaol, 

The following is the anoual report on this 
institution by Mr, R. Christie, Inspector 
of Gaols and Roeformatories, which has 
been presented to the Ontario Legislature : 

“T made a third inspection of tho Belle- 
ville gaol on the 19th November. It was 
made priocipally with the object of meeting 
the Gaol Committee of the Council for the 
purpose of determining as to the best plan 
of utilizing the rooms formerly occupied by 
the gaoler. A minute inspection of this 
part of the premises showed it to bo fully 
available for the accomodation of prisoners 
of certain classes, as» previously intimated, 
and that but little expenditure would be re- 
quired for its rearrangement, The addi- 
tional space afforded consists of one exten- 
sive corridor in the original gaol premises, 
which will ba used exclusively for pris ners 
committed under the Vagrant Act, and two 
of the othor apartments, after properly 
securing the windows, will be for tho use 
of lunatics temporarily committed. These 
apartments are commodious, well lighted 
and ventilated, and their general sanitary 
condition such as to insure good and health- 
ful accommudation under all circumstances. 
Barred wiudows were arranged for in the 
basement connected with these apartments, 
and for bare d doors leading to the base- 
ment,

Boycotting Punishable,

Mr, I. S. Spence was the spokesman of a 
delegation from the Dominion Alliance ask- 
ing ie amendments to the Crooks Act. 
Mr. Spence said the Alliance was anxious 
to have the Crooks Actimproved so that 
liquor could not be sold to Bs drank in bar- 
rooms, but would have to be consumed in 
the rooms of guests or off the premisos; 
that those who wished to sell liquor should 
be compelled to produce a petition signed 
by eighty outof the hundred ratepayers 
adjacent to the site of the proposed saloon, 
asking for the licensing of such house; that 
at municipal elections the ratepayers 
should be asked to mark a special ballot 
‘license’ or ‘no license’ and as the 
majority yoted so should the law be; 
that saloons should be closed Saturday 
night at 6 instead of 7; that as good had 
resulted from tho closing of saloons on elec- 
tion days it would follow that great public 
benefit would accrue from their closing on 
the six public holidays of the year, avoiding 
the disgraceful scenes of last Christinas ; 
that liquor should not be sold to anyoue 
under 2] years of age; that the sale of 
liquor should be prohibited in the Parlia- 
ment buildings ; that clubs who sell liquor 
to their members should be more strictly 
regulated ; that licenses should have cach 
breach of the law of which they are guilty 
endorsed on their licenses, and that parties 
found in unlicensed dives should be take 
to the police cells just as are the inmates 
of improper houses 

Mr. Mowat promised the consideration of 
his Cabinet of these suggested amendments, 

Mr. James Conmee, M.P.P., was the first 
speaker on behalf of the railway deputa- 
tions. They wished to induce the Govern- 
mont to adopta policy fo further the con- 
struction of railways. 

Mayor Gorham of Port Arthur spoke of 
the now well known mineral resources of 
the Algoma region, the value of which cur 
American cousins had = Yn teee by buy- 
ing of itlargely.

Loxpon, Feb. 8.—The cross-examination 
of Informer Lecaron was continued by Sir 
Charles Russell before the Parnell Commis- 
sion to-day, The court room was crowded. 
Mr. Parnell was not present. Lecaron 
said that during tho last fortnight he had 
got documents relating to the case from | 
Mr, Anderson, an official of the Home | 
Office, who at his private residence allowed 
witness to see the whole of the latter’s past 
correspondence with the Home Office authori- 
ties, Witness then went to Cork-street 
with un unsigned letter of introduction 
which Anderson had given to Mr. Houston, 
the secretary of the Loyal Patriotic Union. 
In November, 1888, witness read the reporta 
of the proceedings before the commission, 
and they gave him the impression that the 
British prosecution was lamely presented. 

* That's very hard on the Attorney-Gen- 
eral,” said Sir Charles Russell, the remark 
causing much laughter. 

Lecaron said that during the firet three 
years of his service asa spy he recerved no 
payment from the Government and that at 
present he was recciving only part of his 
pay: ‘‘Anderson,” contined Léecaron, ‘‘se- 

ected the documents he thought would bp 
useful and I selected those that I thought 
would be useful to Houston, who in turn 
selected those to be read to the court. Tho 
work of selecting the papers occupied ten 
days. Anderson introduced me to Houston 
as aman who had been mutually selocted 
to represent the prosecution in whom ‘The 
Times and I can trust.’ I made the first 
proposal to come here.” 

Lecaron said he had practised medicine 
and kept a drug store and had become rich, 
He had held a high military office in the 
brotherhood, but never an executive office, 
Bradley of Philadelphia was now at the 
head of the executive.

OLUBS FOK WOMEN 


Marton Harland Tella Why Sho Thinks 
They are Kighr, 

Enough in the Sphere of Wife and Mother to 
Satisfyany Woman's Aspirations —When 
Clubs Sor Women are Beneficial—What 
They Should Be and Consist of —How to 
Be Conducted —An Illustration of a Pas- 
tor's Wife—Women's Clubs Should Bi 
Maintained —They Benefit Women and 
Are not Injuricus 

The specitic effect of two-thirds of the ed 
ucation acquired from schoo! books and tut 
tion is to form the texture of the mind. 

That sentenece is sufficiently important 
to stand asa paragraph. ‘The professional 
scholar whose erudition is the pride of his 
generation will tell you that in college he 
learned nothing of positive yalue except 
how to study. The soil was broken up, 
cleared of noxious growth and barren lumps, 
and made arable, What may bo technical- 
ly classified as ** paying cropa’’ were put in 
by himself at a later date. 

Were not this rule almost universal in 
application, ** higher education” would, for 
a vast majority of women, be time, labor, 
and money thrown away. The girl-gradu 
ate who does not propose to become teacher, 
author, or editor, or to be anything but the 
petted resident of her father’s house for 
the remainder of her celibate life, finds her- 
self with enough crude intellectual mater 
ialon hand to plunge an ecunomic manu 
facturer into despair, If she has no speci 
alty, such as music, or drawing, or botany 
to engage her energies, and is yet of a 
strain tuo noble to be content with the 
empty round of frivolous amusements that 
make the Society Girl's heaven, she is a 
pitiable specimen of unremunerative in 
vestiments. The empitness of hor life ; the 
vague yearning for sho knows not what 
the self dissatisfaction, which is measur 
ably the result of the abrupt remission of 
school tasks routine, is mistaken by hor 
for alonging forkinship of soul and re 
sponsive affection. More women in her 
class fall in love, like Molly Bawn’s suitor, 
‘** because they have nothing else to do,’’ 
and marry for no better reason,—than we 
are willing, for the honor of the sex, to ad- 
mit. Toa dispassionate spectator, it would 
seem that all the machinery of domestic 
aud social Jife is arranged with tho express 
design of forcing women into matrimony, 

When once these agencies have accom- 
plished their end, they leave Our Girl to 
work out her own satisfaction (or the re- 
verse) as best she may. 

Before going further, I would guard one 
point jealously. Hightly /Jilled, there is 
enough in the sphere of wife, housekeeper, 
and mother, to satisfy any woman, what 
ever nay be heraspirations. Of ail forme 
of whining sentimentality, I have least pa 
tience with the cry for a higher mission 
than that of homemaking and child-roar 
ing. As the sum of over thirty years’ ob- 
servation of this form of intellectual uorest, 
and the perusal of hundreds of letters from 
the malcontents, I assert, without fear of 
contradiction, that the unfortunates who 
raise the lament are, in the proportion of a 
thousand to one, those who are the least {it 
to take the lowest seat in the Woman's 
Kingdom. 

Somebody once said a funny thing to me, 
apropos of this same queendom of woman. 

“You would make of us patent elevators 
from the cradle to the grave! It makes me 
feel like a derrick, from which pulley and 
robes are never taken down |” 

The similes are apt, but the elevator 
must have power, and the toughest ropes 
chafe into weakness, then part. To the 
mother who keeps her brain awake and 
busy ; who has the spiritual perception to 
see that labor is never ignoble when dono 
for worthy ends ; who has the will force to 
bring hor work up to herself, instead of 
stooping to drudge’s level— her mission ts 
divine. Such women do, now and then, 
live to be grandmothers, without other in- 
tellectual supplies than those furnished 
from within ; spend long, useful lives that 
are all outgo and little income. Usually 
they die early, and stepmothers enter into 
their labors. 

Mind needs food. Intellectual muscle, 
unused to exercise, becomes flaccid, Tho 
genuine book-lover will read, if sho must 
steal time from sleep to do it, and what she 
gains from the printed page can be as well

In behalf of 
the great multitude of wives and mothers 
who do not grow intellectually from eight- 
cen to eighty ; who, when their children 
are to be educated, are less fit to undertake 
the work than when they were themselves 
atschool ; who are no mates for their hus- 
bands in general intelligence, yet whose 
voiceless cry “is, 

“'T feellike a seed in the cold earth, 
Quickening at heart, and longing for the air!” 

OF the cheer and help these meetings 
with kindred spirits atfurd to professional 
brain workers ; of the friendships cemented 
there ; of the hopes and designs for the 
good of our sex and kind bornand nourish 
ed by them, | aay little, for Jack of space, 
not from scorcity of material. They are 
land marke in the progress of our best ciy- 
ilization, as well as resting-places for the 
climber, Manion Harvanp.

| BABCOCK’S LOVE LETTERS. 


Mh IVES TO A YOUTH

To this correspondence he now devotes 
tho groater part of his time. Hoe takes the 
koenost enjoyment in the attention which ho 
| receives, and the one fear of his life is that 
| Something will Ls ppee to break up his fun, 

ashe putit. The letters are carefully filed 
away, and all photographs, of Which ho has 
hundreds, are preserved in such order that 
any onc can be found at a moment’s notice, 
These picturea are of women of all ayes, but 
by far the greater part of them are of girls 
ranging in age from 16 to 20, most of them 
good-looking. 

The letters are in every conceivable vein. 
| Hundreds of them come unsigned or signed 
only by a given name. Many are evidently 
written in good faith, those from widows 
coming undér this head in most cases. Per- 
sons who have had an opportunity to read 
the letters—no ono can hope to read them all 
—are fine impressed with the similarity 
in tone which the missives bear. They can 
be divided into four classes—the gay and 
jocular, serious and plaintive, the business- 

ike and emphatic, and sentimental and ad- 

visory. About one-half of them express a 
great fear that Babcock will finally marry 
some one who will care only for his money. 
“Don't marry a fortune hunter!” “For 
pity’s sake, whoever you marry, don't marry 
onc of those women who think only of 
money.” ‘I write only to warn you against 
fortune-hunting women. There are a great 
many of them. Marry nod one whose love 
for yourself you are not'sure of.” These 
are specimen ayers from letters writ- 
ten by women living hundreds and thou- 
sands of miles apart, and all to the same 
man. 

Singularly enough the women who, al- 
niost without exception, feel that Babcock 
may fall « victim to a fortnne-hunting hussy 
are the very young girls and the admitted 
old maids. Notone of the widows and not 
one of the girls ranging from 26 to 25 
speaks with so much rapture of the bliss of 
true love, the happiness of being loved for 
one's self alone, and the joy of love ina 
cottage as do the young misses of 16 and 18 
and stately old maids of 35 or 45 who write 
to Babcock, generally over their own name 
and address, simply to advise him to be 
careful. The young girls and the old maids 
may be equally disinterested, but itis the 
free confession of one who has seen many of 
Babcock’s letters that there is just a little 
more sentiment in the old maid’s letters 
than is to be found in those of the school 
girls, and that the productions of the latter 
breathe more of an ‘‘Ah there !" spirit than 
is to he met with in those from the spinsters, 
Missnchusetts furnishes most of the letters 
fron old maids, and Ohio, Indiana, Tlinols, 
Wistonsin, and Towa are represented chiefly 
by the school girls, many of whom write 
evidently for love of fun and adventure, 
and without signing their names. It has 
Ween urged thit, as the old maids give their 
real names and addresses, they are the most 
serious minded of all Babcock’s correspond- 
ents, bub there may be nothing in this. 

The letters ahove described as serious and 
pluintive und business like and emphatic 
come almost without exception from widows. 
They are generally long, occupying from 
two to four full sheets of note paper, 
and ax a rule they are signed by the real 
names of the writers. In nine cases out of 
ten they open with a description of the last 
illness and death of the departed, and fully 
one-half of them contain some modest refer- 
ence to the high estcem in which their 
authors were held by their late husbands, 
Some of the mournful letters are unbroken 
by «ray of humor, but many of them ex- 
press, toward the close, « willingness to 
consider any proposition which Mr. Bab- 
cock may liaye to make. The businesslike 
letters are exceedingly short. One widow 
opens as follows ; “f am ready to marry on 
stidet notice.” Another says: ‘I have been 
thinking over your case, and, while I am 
not under the necessity of marrying, T have 
concluded to do so if I find the right man. 
Please, send me your photograph.” Some 
of the letters coming under this reailine are 
even more peremptory. One woman says

A Witness reporter visited the scene of the 
tragedy this morning.

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THE MONKEY GAVE THE ALARM. 


Narrow Eseape of Ninctcen Persons from a 
Burning Ship, 

A pet monkey belonging to Mra. James 
Lewis, wife of Capt. Lewis of the clipper 
ship Stephen D, Horton, possibly saved the 
livesiof nineteon persons on Doc, 17, saya 
the New York Sun. Sailing along on a 
smooth sea in the tropics, 420 miles enst of 
Pernimbuco, and bound from Galentta to 
New York, the ship seemed perfectly secure 
at Livl6 A. M., when the attention of Mrs. 
Lewis was called to the monkey. With his 
keen little nose stuck into the pump woll, 
he sniffed and jumped about in great oxcite- 
ment till the Captain went there and found 
an odor of smoke. The bales of jute in the 
hole were on fire. All hands called, tho 
after hatch was broken open, and water | 
layed on the burning cargo. For two

The laborer who pays the saloonist twenty 
cents per day, for four glasses of beer or two 
glasses of whiskey, spends seventy-three 
dollars annually for the beverage. With 
this money, as prices now are, he could pur- 
chase six barrels of flour, two hundred 
pounds of sugar, twenty-five bushels of po- | 
tutoes, ten pounds of tea, and twenty-five 
pounds of coffee. So far as these several 
articles -are concerned, the above amount 
would be anample annualsupply for a family 
of six persons, perhaps a tamily of sight, 
paren and six children, Now, which had 
16 better use, the beer and whiskey, or the 
groceries? Which would be economical and 
proof of real paternal affection? Suppose 
Ke belongs to tlie Knights of Lubor, can he 
plead for a strike consistently so long as he 
worso than wastes seventy-three dollars? 
Mast he not strike against the saloon before 
he can strike for higher wages, if he could 
challenge the sympathies of thoughtful men ? 
Tt was this thought that completely changed 
the life and purpose of a boot-inaker in Nor- 
folk county, Mass., a few years ago. He 
Was « very moderate drinker— atepned from 
his shop intoa saloon near by only twice a 
day, and paid five cents each for two glasses 

the ‘‘ Over thirty dollars a year!” he 
said within himself. ‘‘ Icould buy three 

pounds of tea, ten 
pounds of coffee, and fifteen bushels of pota- 
toes with that money.” He took his pencil 
and cast the figures on a piece of leather. 
** My family need it, too,@ he thought ; and 
the outcome of his thinking was, ‘I will 
never spend another cent for beer as long as 
Tlive,” and he never has. 

Was ho not wise? Is there any discount 
to be made on his judgment? None at all, 
especially when the reader learns that his 
decision became an era to bis family. From 
that day a laudible ambition, desire for 
better education, love of books and journals, 
and aspiration for higher social life, grew in 
that family; and at the end of ten years 
the members of it moved in the most intelli- 
ent and influential circles. There is nothing 
ike a good, commanding idea to lift a father 
and his family into a nobler life. And this 
is what is needed, and all that is needed, in 
thousands of families in our land to-day. 
The total-abstinence idea is but one idea, 
and it may seem a small one to many men ; 
but it is big enough and small enough to 
save a multitude of laborers whom nothing 
else can save.—William M. Thayer, in 
National Temperance Advocate.

He dosired to amend it so that the 
Judge should not exercise the power pro- 
vided in the clause unless where there 
existed reasonable ground for believing that

VILE VINEGAR, 


Extcusive Fronuds Discovered tn Some of 
the Bonded Mnauufactortes, 


Orrawa, Feb, 11.—It has Jeaked out that 
the Government has discovered some exten- 
sive frauds in, connection with bonded 
Vinegar wwanufattories, which may wind up by 
the withdrawal of the privilege to manufacture 
vinegar in bond, “Such a course,” say several 
of the big manufacturers of Toronto and tlie 
west, ‘would prove ruinous to us,” and they 
are petitioning the. Governinent against avy 
such course. ‘Lhe matter which has given the 
Inland Revenue Department claim, is the 
charge that instead of vinegar being made 
from methylated spirits as is generally sup- 

sed, n hich strength ascetic acid imported 
esa Germany and iratica is used, on which 
a specific duty of 25 cents per gallon and 25 
per cent. ad valorem is imposed. It is said 
this acetic vinegar is very injurious in its 
domvestic application. 

The officers of the Department of Inland 
Revenue ovidently have detected gross irregu 
Jarities in some of the vinegar factories. In 
one large one, at least, in Quebeo, methylated 
spirits unbonded for the purpose of making 
vinegar have beeu used for potable purposés 
and sale, and in their place acetic acid of 
great strength and low duty bas been surrep- 
*titiously introduced without the knowledge of 
the excise officers. If this is permitted to go 
on the Government will Jose largely of these 
duties on spirits, 

Up to just recently acetic acid of greater 
strength than 40 per cent. was unknown in 
the laboratory in scientific institutions, or for 
mechanical purposes. Now it is said some «! 
the imported stuff bas a strength alime 
double that, and it gats into the country o: 
the present duties which include all grades of 
strength of acetic acid. 

Should the Government prohibit the manu- 
facture of vinegar in bond it would mean ruin 
to many of these engaged in the business. All 
of the Torouto members had an interview with 
the Commissioner of Inland Revenue to-day 
on the subject and important devel opments are 
looked for. 

In connection with the uses of acetic acid 
another important discovery has been made. 
It is openly charged by certain physicians 
who are members of Parliament that in many 
of the tinctures and lotions that are now sold 
in drug store instead of alcohol or methylated 
spirits acotio acid is used. It is also said that 
tlie acid in these tinctures was innocently 
prescribed by pliyasicians thinking that alcohol 
was the lotion, hat their patients suffered in- 
tenaely and grew worse from the effects of the 
acid whose presence was only discovered after 
an aualysis of the lotion,

Township Shows, 

Mr. John Dryden, M.P.P,, read ‘‘Some 
Notes on the Desirability of Discontinuing 
Township Shows.” He. contended that the 
province was overburdened with competing 
exhibitions, and that the township shows 
had degenerated into holiday seasons for the 
young people without affording any educa- 
| tive influence, and urged that these shows 
| shonld be abolished in townships near the 
railway lines, ond continued in districts 
without convenient railway communication. 
Something was needed to give greater en- 
couragement to general Aisbandey and the 
keeping of farms. Some of the most sloven- 
ly farmers were getting prizes: for grain 
samples which had been picked. 

The discussion which followed. was of a 
very animated kind and showed that in re- 
mote districts these shows were still fulfil- 
ling a very good purpose, whilé in settled 
districts the county fairs were overslindow- 
ing them. Fully three fourths of the speakers 
were in favor of upholding the shows and a 
resolution to that effect was passed. 


An Argument for Pare Stock, 


Mr. ©. Lawrence, Collingwood, read a 
short paper on ‘‘ Taxing Scrub Sires,” or 
**Pure-bred Sires.” He dwelt on the im- 
portance of being carefulin selecting sires 
and pointed out that many farmers would 
use a scrub sire at 50 cents rather than pay 
& dollar for a pure bred. He calculated 
that by this practice the loss in stock to the 
province amounted in one year to $14,000, 
000. The Government, he thonght, should 
take up the matter and make it & penalty 
to take a fee for the service of scrub sire.

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THAT THURLOW EPISTLE. 


In to-day’s issue we publish a letter from 
Mr. N. Vermilyea, which starta out with 
the assertion that Mr. Wm. Hudson, M.P. 
P., furnished an editorial which was pub- 
lished in a recent issue of tho LNreLLIGEN- 
cer, Mr. Vermilyea evidently judges that 
Mr. Hudson's relations to us are similer to 
those in which he stands to the Untario in 
furnishing editorials to thet journal, hence 
his unwarranted insinuation, Again, Mr.

JUDGE STREET'S DECISION. 


The decisiop of Judge Street in quashing 
the by-law under which the Township of 
Ameliasburg proposed to take stock to the 
amount of $16,000 in the Bay of Quinte 
Bridge Company is more important and 
more far-reaching in its effects than any 
one had anticipated. The quashing of the 
Amoliasburg by-law on the ground upon 
which it was first attacked was rather, itscems 
to us, desirable than otherwise, because the 
restriction which was placed in that by-law 
as to the amount of capital to be subscrib- 
ed before it could become operative was 
more stringent than was desirable or nec- 
essary, atid a new and more satisfactory 
by-law could have been passed in the town- 
ship by a very large majority. But tho 
decision of the learned judge, that, because 
the charter cf the company ‘‘does not pro 
fess to confer upon any municipality any 
aed to take stock in the company,” a 


y law providing to that effect is void, places | 


matters in a totally different light. Under 
this decision the Belleville by-law is also 
invalid, Tho Act of incorporation cannot 
be amended, as Judge Stroet’s judgment 
renders necessary, except by Act of Parlia- 
ment,therefore the Company is thus placed 
in highly embarrassing position.

The ordinary time that the Government 
has to disallow an act ofa provincial legisla- 
ture is one year, but the Minister of Justice 
did not make this part of his anewer to Mr.

Old Traditions—The Broken Charm—Ko- 
mances in Keal Life, = 


Among the days considered espocially 
propitious for practicing love tests, is that 
of St. Valentine which occursto.day. The 
old tradition that on this day birds choose 
their mates is probably the reason why it is 
held as highly appropriate for such cere 
monies. Shakespeare and Chaucer, as well 
as many of the minor poets, mention these 
traditions and customs in their poems. 

From the earliest accounts of the day it 
has been accepted as a fact that the first 
unmarried gentleman seen by a lady upon 
this festive morn is to be her Valentine for 
the year at least, if not for life. Out of 
this belief has grown many of the romances 
of real life as well as those of fiction. 

Of late years many other ways have been 
devised for solving the momentous question, 
one of which is the following : The lady 
writes upon slips of paper the names of auch 
gentlemen as would be acceptable cayaliers, 
and rolling them up in clay, places them in 
atub of water. The firat that rises to the 
surface will be her Valentine, and, perhaps 
her husband. It is rocommended that the 
gentlemen whose names are used be present 
upon the occasion, as it would be a little 
awkward to notity them of the honor thus 
thrust upon them, 

Another teat is to pin five bay leaves to 
her pillow—one at each corner and one in 
the middle. Whoever she dreams of she 
will marry before the year is out. Again, 
the same result may be obtained by eating 
a hard boiled egg just before retiring, 
placing the shell, upon which the loved 
one’s name is written, under the pillow. 
The charm is broken if yuo speak or 
drink, before sleeping, after eating the 
egg. In the Southern States the common 
snail is placed upon a plate covered with 
flour, and in the slimy track left by the 
snail the initials of the future spouse may 
be traced. 

Scotch lassies think that the proper way 
to try your fate is by making a rice or bread 
pudding, into which is dropped a ring, a 
button, a thimble and a piece of muney. 
If you get the ring you will be married to 
the man of your choice within the year. 
If the button is captured you will be mar- 
ried to an old bachelor or widower. Should 
the thimble fall to your lot you will be un 
old maid, aud if you get the money the 
greatest of good luck will be yours; for it

In the 
legends of the various saints no trace of 
this practice can be found. It is said by 
some writers to have decended from the 

Roiwans, and that the Christian clergy 
finding it impossible to stop these pagan 
practices, gave itat least a religious char 
acter by substituting the namos of particu- 
Jar saints in place of those of heathen 
women. But it ia a matter of regret that 
these quaint love testa and customs should 
have given way to the ornate, lace-edged, 
meaningless Valoetine of to day, or worse 
still the coarse, insulting caricature, des

They remarked 
that they would be quite satisfied with the 
duty on boota and shoes provided the leather 
duties were not increased, It is not likely the 
Government will change the rates on 
either leather or boots and shoes at present. 

A deputation representing the large saw 
mannfacturers of the Dominion waited on the 
Ministers ond ayked rolief from the working 
of the tariff, What they want is a specific 
instead of anad valorem duty. At present 
they are very much at the mercy of tricky 
Amerioan makers, who send saws into Canada 
at undervaluations and resort to other devices 
that work against the home manufacturers. 
It ia claimed that aspocific instead of an ad 
valorem duty would remedy this.

PATENTED IN FRANCE, 


The Device of Barbed Wire un oid Ono— 
The U, & Patents Void. 

Sr. Louis, Feb. 13.—It has been discovor- 
od hore that the control of the barbed wire 
patents is not vested in any American firm 
or corporation becauso the device of barbed 
wire was patented in France to Louis Janin 
April 19, 1865. Tho law of this country 
declared by the United States Supreme 
Court is that ‘‘a foreign patent for the same 
thing, or o description of the thing in a 
foreign publication, is as offectual to yoid 
4 patentasif the patentee had soon the 
prior invention, notice to him not being im- 
portant.” The claims of certain persons 
for royalty under the Glidden and other 
barbed wire patents are therefore yoid, and 
all the money paid to them by barbed wire 
manufacturers is believed to be subject to 
recovery.

At Attorney-General Webster's roquost 
witness submitted genuine specimens of 
Parnell’s signature. i 

Soames said he had obtained specimens 
of the writing of Henry Campbell, Mr. Par- 
nell’s socrotary. He bad no means of judg: 
ing who wrote the lotter a facsimile of 
which was published in The Times. Mr. 
Toglis, the export, asked him to get further 
speciinéns of Campbell's writing. 

Witness here produced’ farther specimens 
of Parnell's signature, which he hat obtain. 
ed since the facsitnile was published, includ 
ing letters and summonses which Parnell 
signed as magistrate, orders of admission 
tothe House of Commons, a paragraph 
written fora newspaper and the Kilmain- 
ham jail book, whieh contained nine signa 
bires. 

Soames said he believed the body of the 
letters Which appeared in The Times was in 
Caupbell’s writing, while the signature was 
Parncll’s. 

When he discovered the Parnell letters 
he alsocamo across documents which ho 
supposed tobe Egan's. Three of Egan's 
letters were found in Carey's house, Where 
two letters in Campbell’s writing were also 
discovered. Witness produced these lotters | 
With other specimens of Egan’s writing. 

Sir Charles Russell said: ‘We are only 
able to give these documents a cursory 
glance. The courtmust not assume that 
all will be unquestioned.’”’ 

The Attorney-General rejoined that he 
did not suppose Sir Charles would admit 
the genuineness of tho letters. 

Soames testified that Richard Pigott gave 
the Parnell letters to Houston, secretary of 
the [rish_Loyal and Patriotic Union, who 
handed them to Macdonald. Soames pro 
duced a letterfrom Byrnes referring to a 
check for £100 which Parnell promised him 
when he suddenly went to France in Sep- 
tember, 1887. 

Witness said he employed Dotcc- 
tive Moser to go to ~ America 
| to trace the source of» certain documents 
| known to be forgeries. He never used those 
documents in any way. They were not 
received through Pigott. 
| On tross-examination the witness said he 
was not consulted regarding the publication 
of the articles on ‘‘Parnellism and Crime,” 
though he knew they were being peeperad 
early in 1887, Flanagan, the son of un Irish 
judge, co-o) 
The Times in preparing the articles. Up 
to January, 1888, twelve letters liad been 
obtained from Pigott. Later more letters 
written by Egan, O'Kelly and Davitt were 
obtained, making a total of i7.

Diseases Contracted from ‘*Lower Animals." 


“The “lower animals,” as we are pleased 
to call them, have a way of revenging 
themselves for some of the injuries they 
receive from the higher animal, man. They 
contract diseases in a mild form and com- 
municate them as virulent epidemics to 
their masters, The cow has a slight attack 
of scarlatina—so slight that it hardly causes 
her inconvenience—and a deadly infection 
breaks out among those who drink of her 
milk. From a report which has just been 
compiled by Dr. George Turner for the 
Local Government Board, it appears that 
diphtheria may be one of the diseases which 
we catch fromanimals. Pigeons suffer from 
croup, horses and swine from ‘‘strangles,”’ 
lambs from sore-throat, all of which affec- 
tions, Dr. Turner thinks, may develop into 
diphtheria in human beings. The worst 
ofiender is the domestic cat, which is very 
liable to suffer from a cold in the head and 
chest, and to pass it on in a much worse 
form to children,—St. James Gazette,

FEBRUARY FARM TALK, 


Burn over the fields shat are covered with 
stubble and dried grass. 

If you have a warm place and well shel- 
tered, you can set out lettuce plants now 

Nothing isso clean as dry dirt sprinkled 
on the floors of poultry houses and in the 
stalls of the stables and cattle sheds, 

Haul out your manure now and get it 
out of the way before spring. By so doing 
the manure will be in better condition for 
the crops. 

When the spring rains come do not allow 
any of the water to flow into the well. 
Grade up around the well so as to turn the 
urface water off, 

Salt is said to be an excellent fertilizer in 
pesoh orchards. <A, better fertilizer would 
© twenty parts wood ashes to one of salt, 
applied broadcast. 

Thousands of dollars worth of grain is 
destroyed annually by mice, rats and other 
vermin, that may be saved by using holf 
inch wire netting under the floors of stables 
and barns 

Moist, damp soil is sometimes the most 
Celery, and in some sections 
onions, do best on such soils. If the soil is 
sandy strawberries will thrive better on 
damp soils that are not too wet, 

Early in the season the fowls on tho farm 
can be made to do good service if allowed 
on newly plowed land.

A FLOOD OF DEPUTATIONS, 


Strong Opposition to the Anti-Combines 
Bili—Tho Nurserymen’s Grievance. 


Orrawa, Feb. 14.—Mr. Clarke Wallace's 
anti-Combines Bill is meeting with a strong 
opposition throughout the Dominion, and a 
portion of a big deputation is already here to 
nse its influence with the Government against 
the bill. Telegrams are pouring in to mem- 
bera of the Government to call the member for 
West York and his bill down. Rumor waa in 
circulation this evening that the Government 
had requested Mr. Wallace to make certain 
modifications in hi« bill, but the gentleman 
in question assures me that such is not the 
case. 

About thirty prominent nurserymen aud 
fruit growers of Toronto, Hamilton and tue 
district extending to Niagara had a two hours’ 
interview with the Minister of Finance and 
Customs this morning and asked that the 
duties on small fruits, flowers, planta and 
shrubs be reimposed, ‘These articles,it will be 
remembered, are included in the statutory 
offer and when the United States removed its 
duties the Canadian Government followed 
suit, The arrangement, however, never gave 
apy satisfaction to the Canadian fruit growers 
or nurserymep. The deputation said inatead 
of fruits entering the United States being 
free they were subjected to many frontier 
annoyances and state taxes which acted more 
to their disadvantage than o duty. It 
is understood that tho ministers took 
a favorable view of the case made out, but 
they asked time to consider the question. The 
doputation was accompanied by Adam Brown, 
M.P., Mr. F. W. Carpenter, M.P., and Mr.

Deak S1x,— Permit mo through the med 
ium of you valuable paper to offer a fow 
suggestions for the consideration of the 
citizens of Bolleville, relative to their pro 
sent and future welfare 

In the avocation, which my signature in- 
dioates, it has beon my privilege to noto 
the causes which have tonded towarda the 
prosperity anu adversity of many of the 
cities and towns of our beloved Canada,and 
also of the United States, 

During my periodical visits to your city 
I have frequently boon perploxed to under 
atuud why itis that a city so beautifully 
situated, so well surrounded and suppliod 
by aa fine a country as could bo desired, 
favored by the finest stretch of freah water 
in Amerioa, and peopled by mont social 
citizens, did not prospor and advance, but 
rather is gradually retrograding, as 
denced by the vacant houses aad quivt fac 
tories. lam pleased to know that your 
city will soon be connected with Prince 
Edward county, as it ie a step in the right 
direction ; but lot mo warn the citizens of 
Bollevillo, lost they consider it all that is 
necessary to be done to ensure the perman 
ent prospority of the city, that they havo 
much more to accomplish before Belleville 
can claim & place amongst the prosporous 
cities of the continent.

We contond that 
cream broad is exempt from seizare by the 
present by-law and is not bread, according 
to the meaning of the law, but comes under 
the 2od clause, in which it speaks of buna, 
ruska, rolls, biscuits, &s.; and we are prom- 
ised the names of a groat many of our cus 
tomers to publish if we wish to do ao, testi- 
fying that they perfectly understand it as 
stated above, and did not oxpoct full weight 
for the samo money as ordinary plain bak 
er'sbread In regard to other kinds of bread, 
fancy or otherwise, we have no grievance, 
as none of ours was taken, it being full 
weight and speaks for itself, and shows if 
we wero trying to take advantage or not. 

A good deat could be said of the injastice 
of the present by-law to the bakers, but as 
it will be brought out in the appeal to our 
City Council to have it amended, wo will 
leave it until then for discussion.

OMocers Elected and Other Business Trans 
acted by the Gand Lodge. 


Orrawa, Fob. 14.—The Grand Lodge of 
the Sons of England Benevolent Society 
resunied its session here yesterday. 

The first order of business was the eleo 
tion of Grand Lodge officers for the next 
yoar. There were five nominations for the 
position of Grand President; T. R. Skip- 
pon, Toronto; J. W. Kempling, Barrie ; 
Dr, S. B. Pollard, Toronto; J. CO. Swait, 
Toronto, and W. R, Stroud, Ottawa. Bros, 
Stroud, Skippon and Swait retired, leaving 
Bros. Pollard, Grand President, and 
Kempling, Grand Vice President, the only 
candidates in the field, Oa the ballot Bro, 
J. W. Kempling was electeed. 

For the Grand Vice-Presidency eight 
names were proposed and seven ballots had 
to be taken, the contest resolving itself in- 
to a struggle between the Ottawa and Tor- 
onto city councils, as represented by Ald.

A Fredericton Lawyer Won't Get Left A 
He Can Help It,

The witness 
knew O'Brien us « man known in America 
as Robertson, It was ‘‘Robertson” who de- 
luded Detective Moser with letters which 
had since beon admitted to be forgeries. 

Kirby was paid £250 to go to America 
and procure from Sheridan the original Par- 
nell letter a facsimile of which was publish- 
edin The Times, Mr. Hurlburt saw this 
letter. 

Soames was re-examined by Sir R. D. 
Webster. 
with The Times to purchase letters, If the 
Parnell letters were forgeries then the 
writing of tho others signe. with the names 
of Hgan, Campbell, Davit! and O'Kelly of 
‘Tyrone must have been forged. The bodies 
of six disputed Parnell letters were in the 
writing of Campbell. 

Willacott, an employe of The Central 
News, deposed that in an interview with 
Parnell on the appearance of the facsimile 
letter in 1887 Parnell called the letter an 
impudent forgery. 

MacDonald, manager of The Times, de- 
ened thatin Octobor, 1886, he got five 

*arnell and six Egan letters, He stipulat. 
cd that their authenticity must be tested 
before payment of the prico which Houston 
said he gave for thom. When the other 
letters, those of O'Kelly and Davitt, were 
tested he paid Houston £1780, the sum 
rapreseh ted "sa expended in gaining posses- 
sion of theletters, Houston declining person- 
al remuneration, 

Upon cross-examination witness said he 
never asked how Houston gob the 
letters, He had asked about the 
difference in tho writing in the body of the 
letter and in the signature, and Houston 
said it was a practice of the leadors of the 
movement that one wrote the letter, an- 
other signed it and a third person addressed 
the envelope. Witness ascertained from 
other sourcos that this was an actual prac- 
tice aud that some letters wore purposely 
left undated. Egan wrote hoe ettors 
himself. ‘The bodies of the Puruell letters 
were all more or loss written in a disguised 
hand except in oneletlor dated Kilmainham, 
The writing in the body of the facsimile 
letter is disguised but the signature of Pur. 
nell is not. Witness never heard that the 
letters wore offored to other papers but had 
heard that the documents had been 
offered to Lord Hartington before they 
were offered to The Times, Houston’ pro« 
duced no youcher for sums paid. Six months 
were occupied inquiring if the documents 
Were bony fide, Witness was convinced 
that the lolte-s were genuine and he thought 
that before the second reading of the Crimes 
Bill would bea fitting time to show the 
country the charactor of the men making 
thomsclves prominent in Irish affairs,

Nothing couldhave more absolutoly deter 
mined the fact that any consideration of the 
morals of women, at any point whatsoever 
of the round world’s surface, ts bound u 
inextricably with equal consideration as b> 
the morals of men, than the attempt to dis 
cover the actual status of Frenchwomen on 


this point, And thus it happens that, hay 

ing sought diligontly to disentangle the two, 
finding ib at last ao hopeless a task as the 
separation of warp and woof in a closely- 
woven web, I loave the title ae it stands, 
but add that what will be written is rather 
certain conclusions as to French morality 
as a whole than any attempt to define mor 

ly one phase of the question, There are in 

numeorable unsavory statistics, Lt is per- 
fectly possible to make the page bristle 
with them ; but, haying accomplished this, 
would the truth have beon told! Not io 
faintest degree, since a half truth *is ever 
the worst of lies,” and volumes of such 
statistics are only one phase of the know- 
ledge they stimulate, Ltis from life itsolf, 
as one may see it from day to day, that the 
answer must be drawn, and if any ono ob 
jects that statistics are also from life, it 
may be answered that facts deduced from 
vivisection come under the same head, but 
are of an order hardly to be called natural, 
or to be accepted us the necessary aud in 
evitable condition of the animals under the 
knife. Cortain theories applied and exper 
imented upon for generations have brought 
certain results, It remains to bo seen if 
these represent the real possibilities of lil 
forthe Frenchwomen, orif other conclu 
sions may atill be reached. 

The American, no matter how diligently 
every phase of French life which has found 
chroniclers, may have been studied, dis- 
covers that his imagined knowledge is but 
the crust covering the densvsat ignorance. 
It is one thing to read of customs, quite 
anothor to watch their actual application, 
and the “intelligent foreigaor’’ who escapes 
that apparently well-nigh inevitable gra 
vitation to the ‘American colony,” in 
which one is shut off from all but superti- 
cial aspects of Parisian life, finds, as French 
character becomes better known, a maze of 
contradictions. They cease to seem such 
when once the clew has been found, but 
till then there is often stupefaction at the 
disclosures of daily life and one echoes the 
words of the bewildered and dejected Amer 
ican, who announced on the top of a tram 
the other day : 

“I’ve beon here six months, and I'll beshot 
if I can tell whether these Parisian women 
are the most moral or the most immoral 
critters on the face of the earth.” 

if the popular novelists are to be beliov- 
ed, the latter clause would rule, The open- + 
ness of illicit relations is a fact which the 
least observant note at once, and having 
noted, in time come to question if this very 
fact may not hold more hope for a recon- 
struction of theories, than the decorously- 
veiled, but no less actual state of things ex- 
isting in London, and in less degree in 
New York or any large city, Amorican or 
English. Thesaving grace for these last ie, 
that such conditions are against the real 
spirit of the people, and adopted only by 
tkibae whore ideal of life isas close an imi- 
tation as possible of the worst features of 
London and Paris. Lt is Paris that domin- 
ates, and her spirit that is infused into 
the surface Jife of every great capital, 
which, so far as the characteristics of the 
people make it possible, copivs, the world 
over, her amusements, dissipatione, and 
general scheme of living. That this scheme 
includes a general degradation of women is 
the fact for Paris, and thus, in degree, for 
any point where her influence is strongest, 
and now comes the question how and why 
thie degradation is a fixed fact. 

To one who deals directly with the masa 
of women-workers in Paris, it is very soon 
plain that no nation of Europe approaches 
the French in careful economy, and the 
knowledge of how to extract the utmost 
from every centime of income. But this 
capacity, intensified by long generations of 
experiment, has resulted in bringing wages 
to*‘subsiatence point.” ‘The Paris seam- 
stress or worker in any of the trades open 
to women, lives, and apparently thrives on 
a sum which to the English worker would 
mean simply slow starvation, Absolute 
difference of temperament is one, factor. 
The Parisienne catches at every gleam of 
brightness, and if she starves through the 
week, manages some small recreation for 
Sunday Accepting the fact that there 
must be continuous struggle, she diversi fies 
it with as many alleyiations as can be in- 
troduced, and one of these is tho lover, 
whose wages also are at aminimum, who can- 
not marry, and who, unlike the English 
man, has been taught from his cradle that 
to marry with no sufticiont means of sup- 
port for both is criminal. For Paris, and 
for many of the large manufacturing towns 
of France, it seemato be regarded by the 
majority, as a perfectly simple, legitimate, 
and even commendable arrangement, that 
the man, till he chooses marriage, should 
have his mistress, also a worker, who makes 
and will make no claim upon him, but who 
helps his money to go a little farther than 
it would without her management, and is 
hiscompanion in such small pleasures as 
may come in the week's work. Content 
with this arrangement marriage becomes 
less and lussa necessity, and this is the 
statement which may be made at prosent 
for French towns of any size. 

It is not this class who are actually Ji 
centious, Onthe contrary, in all save the 
lega! tie, there are all the qualities needed 
to wise successful family life, It is from 
below and from above that the licentious 
side is recruited. Below, among tho non 
workers, those whose employment is pro 
carious, and those who will not work at all 
and above, among the mass of students, of 
clerks, and the throng whu find employ- 
mont of some nature in Paris, and who 
furnish anothor illustration of what an ab- 
solutely materialistic ideal may bring about 

This ideal for the present joins itself to 
the traditions of the past, and the two work 
together their baleful will, It is the Church

of Montaigne, who records in one of his 
ossays bis calm shirking of responsibility 
in regard to his éwn daughter, putting it 
on the ground that women have theic own 
notions, and that he will fare better not to 
interfore, fathers have gratified their per- 
sonal code of morality upon the sons, and 
mothers have hastened to put convent walls 
about their daughters, and have vowed 
that for menand women must be forever 
two moral codes and two sete of action. 
Nowhere is there stronger family affec 
tion than in France ; nowhere better ex- 
amples of all gentle, lovable qualities that 
woman cap own, and nowhere do the re- 
sults of blind following of tradition show 
themselves moro disastrously, The con- 
vent ignorance is no security against sud 
den fall when temptation presents iteelf,and 
some of the saddeattragedies known in Paris 
homes have been born of this ignorance, 
and the sudden reaction against the rigidity 
of training 

When, then, the mental attitude as a 
whole, for both womenaad men can only 
be stigmatized as immoral, itis useless to 
question a8 to minor facts, and enquire 
how far Frenchwomen are moral, and how 
far tinctured with the theories of Paris life. 
ltisasystem which debases whoever holds 
it, and all social intercourse, no matter of 
what external charm, has this blight upon 
it. Many Americans adopt the system, to 
their unonding shame be it said, since in 
so doing they deliberately accept a low ideal 
in the placeofa high, and tacitly admit 
that no man is to be trusted, and no womap 
is capable of protectiog herself. Only a 
week ago at a crowded reception, an Amer- 
ican lady, who has chosen to become more 
French even than the Parisians, defended 
the system hotly. 

‘You've got to follow it if you live here,” 
she said. ‘*There isn't a Parisian or a 
Frenchman alive, who would not insult a 
woman if he gets theleastchance. [know 
none of them are to be trusted.” 

Another remark, a few minutes later, to 
some one who had asked after her son, held 
some results of her methods and may serve 
to point the moral that will hardly need 
other putting, 

“Claude? Oh, Claude is so well, but 
fancy what he said to me last evening! I 
wanted him to take his sister Clare to walk, 
for | had had a headache and could not go 
with her, and had no one tosend, ‘1 would-

NICKLY CAUGHT. 

It is hard to deal with a journal which 
sticks to falsehood in spite of absolute dis- 
proof of its asrertions ; but the uncongen- 
ial task is sometimes unnecessary. The 
local representative of Gritism recently al- 
leged that the engineer's estimate for the 
Murray canal was $250,000, and that 
$873,000, or more than three times the 
estimate, had been expended on the work 
during the fiscal year ending June 30ch, 
1888. We showed, from the official re- 
turns, that the eatimate was $721,000, that 
tho contract price (including estimate for 
bridges) was $1,260,625, and that, up to 
August 3lst last the total expenditure on 
the main contract was $529,925. These 
statements have produced the firat evidence 
which has yet been educed that our con- 
temporary is not absolutely shameless ; for 
it does not venture to repeat them, but con- 
tents itself with senseless abuso of the I[x- 
TELLIGENCER and the canal—the former, no 
doubt, for our exposure of the manufactur- 
ed falsehoods, and the latter as ‘‘an expen- 
salve humbug.” This opinion of the talented 
and well-informed critic in question will 
no doubt be taken for what it is worth. 

The samo journal asserts that wo did not 
“answer the charge that the Cabinet Min- 
ister (of Customs) last year cost the coun- 
try $13,530.38." This is cool,even for the 
local Grit organ, when it is consid- 
ered that we showed, from the 
Auditor General’s report, that the 
total contingencies of the department 
amounted to $5,530.38, and of this the 
Minister coat the country but $150, namely 
for travelling expenses. The exposure of 
the above falsehoods is not enough, how. 
ever, as the romancer goes on and founds 
an insolent reference to ir. Bowell’s per- 
sonal affairs—an attack which every decent 
Reformer must resent—by asking 
what he did with ‘tumblers and cards,” for 
which the taxpayers had to foot the bill. 
The utter unscrupulousness of the Belle- 
ville Grit journalist is shown by the fact 
that the only ‘‘cards’ mentioned in con- 
nection with the Customs department (see 
Auditor Goneral’s report page C 57) are 
itemized as follows :—‘‘ Printing cards, 
‘Mr. T. J. Walters,’ $2; and the item as 
to ‘‘tumblers,” *‘ Soap, whisks, matehes, 
tumblers, $37.08."" Out of these prosaic 
visiting cards and the item which {includes 
tumblers, the lively imagination of the 
fictionists evolyes playing cards, a game of 
whist or draw poker, and champagne ad lib 
in Government tumblers. The reverse of 
the maxim ‘‘to the pure all things are pure” 
is no doubt true—in some cases, at least. 

Having invented these atrocious calumn- 
ies, the romancist concludes by audaciovaly 
ussuring us that ‘‘those little details could 
all be explained in due time to an inquir- 
ing taxpayer.” 

Well, the explanation has como, and 
sooner than the unabashed inventor could 
have desired ; for asthe paper which con- 
tained the sécond batch of falsehoods was 
passing through the press the subject of de- 
partmental contingencies was being debat- 
ed in Parliament and the result was stated 
in a report furnished to the press on Satur- 
day, namely : 

The Minister of Customs was compliminted as 
being the most economical member, as to personal 
expenses. 

This report the fictionist carefully ex- 
cludes. Further comment would be out of 


place. 


“LOOKING OUT FOR NO. 1.” 


Our good-natured friend J. K. MoCar- 
gar, cheeso merchant, is an ardent freo-

SOME DAMAGING STORIES. Sama 


What the Public Want fo Kuow About the 
Parnoll Lettors. 

Lonxpon, Feb. 16,—This week's Parnell 
Commission ‘proves even more exciting 
than last. Major Le Caron’s oross-oxamina- 
tion on Tuesday was indeed in one sonse 
disappointing, Sir Charles Russoll could 
make nothing of him, If there were flaws 
in his story, Mr. Parnell's counsel did not 
find them. Major Le Caron held his own 
to the last. His coolness and solf-possession, 
his deliberate method and his tantalizing 
thoughtfulness before almost every im- 

ortant answer, never failed him. 
Rie Charles gave him up after two hours 
further trial on Tuesday, ond Major Le 
Caron left court without a scar. Where 
Sir Charles failed, Mr, Reid and Mr. Lock- 
wood, who tried thelr feebler hands, were 
not likely to succeed; nor did thoy. As 
the witness stepped down from the box a 
murmur of admiration saluted him Even 
those who wholly dissent from what Major 
Le Caron called the moral view of his posi- 
tion joined in the tribute to him as a wit 
ness. 

Mr. Soaines, The Times aolicitor, who 
succeeds to Major Le Caron’s placein publio 
attention, is not comparable to bim as an 
occupant of the witness-box. Solicitor 
though he be, Mr. Soaines was at first hur- 
ried, not to say flurried, in manner. Major 
Le Caron's short, sharp sentences echoed 
through the room like so many pistol- 


shots. Mr. Soames was indistinct, 
unready, nervous, confused in phrase: 
ology. His testimony, however, o ened 


that branch of the case which one section of 
the public has long been waiting for. Mr. 
Parnell’s friends have from the beginning 
insisted that the letters were the vital point 
of the whole business. If the letters are 
forgeries, the whole case against the Home 
Rule leader collapses. That was their con- 
tention, A good deal has happened since it 
was first put forward, and it can hardly be 
urged now with the same confidence; but it 
is till urged. 

~ Mr. Soames’s admission that the letters 
came from Mr. Pigott, once @ Fenian, 
through Mr. Houston, secretary of the Irish 
Loyal and Patriotic League, disclosed in 
open court what had long been an open 
secret to Mr. Parnell’s logal advisers. 
Indeed, many of Mr. Soames's statements 
were so many old stories to them, 
though not to the public. They hold it 
damaging to The Times that over $20,000 
should have been paid on account of these 
letters. The amount strengthens, in their 
view, the presumption of forgery. The 
revelation that Mr. Flanagan, eon of an 
Irish judge, is the actual author of the 
Parnellism and Crime articles is curious 
rather than important, except to Mr. Flana- 

‘an. 

It was the second day of Mr. Soames’ ex- 
amination that brought out the most sen- 
sational incidents. Mr. Soames by this 
time had got used to his novel position as a 
witness, recovered his solf-possession, and 
met Sir Charles Russell on something like 
even terms, The most damaging fact 
which came out in cross-examination 
was the fact that The Times took these 
alleged letters without attempting to 
trace thoir history. Both Mr. Soames 
and Mr. Macdonald, The Times man- 
agor, admitted that no such attempt 
was made. They were content with the 
testimony of a siagle expert in handwriting, 
and with their own conviction of the genu- 
ineness of the letters. This will not do for 
the public. The evidence of experts will 
go for little. What the public wants to 
know is where the’ letters came from, and 
through whose hands they passed. A com- 
plete statement must come from somebody, 
and that somebody can only be Mr. Pigott, 
who sold them to Mr. Houston or to Mr. 
Maguire. 

Mr. Labouchere appears again and again 
in the business, Mr. Soames says Pigott 
told him that Labouchere offered him 
(Pigott) $5000 to swear that he forged the 
letters. Mr. Soames had Mr. Pigott 
followed by detectives, and Mr. Pigott, a 
Times witness, was found to be in com- 
munication with the other side. Letters

bouchere. Money was sent to Mr. Pigott 
by Mr. Labouchere more then once. He 
was followed to Mr. Labouchere’s 
house, and seoms finally to have 
told The Times what pnssed be- 
tween him and Mr, Labouchere.

Awful Oatastroplie. 


BOILERS IN A HOTEL EXPLODE, 


The Building Falls a Mass of Ruins, 


FIFTY PEOPLE BURIED. 

Harrroxp, Conn., Feb. 18.—The main 
portion of the Park Central hotel, facing 
on High and Allen streets, fell down this 
morning a few minutes before five o'clock, 
burying in the debris at least fifty people. 

Tho cause of the accident is not known, 
but it is supposed to have resulted from 
the explosion of the boilers in the base- 
ment, and from the havoc created in ad- 
joining buildings the explosion theory 
seems to be most probable. The noise of 
the fall aroused the whole city and in a 
very few minutes a large crowd surrounded 
the scene. It was a sight of horror and 
one that will never be forgotten by the 
spectators. Flames completely enveloped 


the ruins and the shrieks of the wounded 
and dying were awful. The loss of life is 
believed to be not less than fifty, but it 
cannot be stated definitely, as the night 
clerk is among the missing, and the books 
are destroyed. Nearly all the help employ- 
ed in the building were saved. They occy- 
pied sleeping apartments in the annex, 
which was only partially wrecked. Tho

(Loud ap- 
plauso,) There was a great change now 
taking place in England regarding free 
trade, Ho knew that, and he was prepar-

and he firmly believed and claimed that Can- 
ada was tho keystone of the arch that would 
bind the whole fabric together. He then 
proceeded to discuss from the foundation 
the problem of modern British unity. 
Awerica, he said, broke off from England 
a hundred years ago, but the ever expand- 
ing population of Great Britain has created 
new natious, The question of Imperial 
Federation had its firat growth out of the 
theory that colonies when they reach a cer- 
tain age necessarily break away from the 
parone country, 

The mother land is overweighted with 
her imperial burdens, 35,000,000 people at 
home are upholding a vast conglomera- 
tion of states and nations. Australia, Can- 
ade and South Africa have risen to na- 
tions, they are showing their greater im 
portance to the world daily. How have 
the colonies risen to their present import- 
ance? Not unaided. We have had the 
inestimable value of the protection of our 
motherland, her army and her navy, her 
prestige and power, and we have also had 
our own form of independent self govern- 
ment, which has done so much in raising 
up this new Dominion to the great and 
glorious position she now holds, 
But we must be greater, we must have 
more, we must have an absolute voice in 
tho govornmont of the Empire, some way 
must be found to give us all a common 
franchise, a common voice and a common 
expression of opinion in the affairs of the 
United Empire. This is the principle that 
underlies the doctrine of federation. But 
again we also have w right to take a share 
of the responsibility and dangers as well as 
the privileges and advantages of our com- 
mon inheritance, “The external dangers of 
the empire make it ineyitabie that’ there 
shall be an equal voice of all the colonies 
and an equal share in the responsibilities. 
ie is for England’s interest as well as ours. 
One of the moat striking facts connected 
with the growth and development of the 
British nation is that the British mind has 
always proved able to find a solytion to 
the most knotty problems of government. 
Now Britons have to face this great political 
problem they will prove equal, as they ever 
haye done, to the task, 

Ono of the primary objections offered to 
federation is that it cannot fail to prove un- 
manageable ; that the constituent par's of 
a nation like ours that surrounds the whole 
world are so wide and far apart that noth 
ing can be done to make it a unit ; the gul- 
onies sO distant, their separation, their 
conditions, climates and interests ao dilfor- 
ent, The men who argue that way forget 
that the conditions of human life during 
the list fifty years have been changed, re- 
orgapized, ‘The world, for the practical 
purposes of offence, defence and yovera- 
ment, is growing smalley. The lagt twonty 
years of dovelopment have made this an 
ago of steam and electricity. Eogland is 
far better off today than tho pgroutest 
European powers, who, with a more higlily 
duveloped military system, and heayier 
military bupdons sre yuder the necessity cf 
guarding their frontiers, and, at the same 
time, maintaining the power to concentrate 
enormous armies ab certain pointy within 
the briefest possible period. With the 
most distant parts of the Empire, Eogland 
may easily be brought in inatant touch by 
means of the projected Pucitic cable, and a 
telegraph system running entirely through 
British territory or controlled by British 
power. A single touch of the electric wire 
would flash the warning to all parts of the 
world, and the foo would take days or weeks 
to arrive. (Applause.) 

The next question touched on was annex- 
ation. It was a shameful and disgraceful 
thing, ho said, to even think about so pusil- 
Ignimoys and rujnoys a thing. Down in 
his country, New Brunewick, where they 
were abusing each other and had hurled the 
vilest epithets at each othor that they could 
remember or manufacture, they finished up 
with *‘Annexdtionist.” To think of break- 
ing through all the traditions of home, was 
a degradation too low for any Oanadiau to 
stoop to, ‘Traditions which have been in- 
scribed on the pages of poets and historians 
from timo immemorial, forbid it. To rise 
up and sting like an adder the mother that 
nurtured usin our infancy, that defended 
us iu our childhood, that has given us wll 
wo have asked for, who if we require, would 
send her armies, hey money, her ships, aud 
even shed her blood for us if it was necus- 
sary, was something indescribably hideous 
and unnatural, Are we who have lived a 
hundred yeara under the good old Union 
Jaok, that dear old British flag, (applause) 
to give up our birthright, our noble herit- 
age, our motherland, for Goldwin Smith’s

cowardly desire to escape war? If such con-

The day Britain lets Canada go rings the 
knell of her own doom; her command of 
the north Atlantic is gone, The ports of 
Onanada would be neutral in the evant of 
war, and Russian, German, and other na- 
tions, ships could enter them to coal or 
provision, as well as England. The same 
on the northern Pacific, where Russia has 
just established a great naval station, and 
Vancouver would be opentoall, England's 
prestige would be lowered 50 per cent. in 
thé eyes of European nations, She woul 
lose hor greatest military aud naval advan- 
tages as a trading power, 

What is the supreme intoreat of the great 
race of traders{ Safe trade. Just look 
what a vast power Great Britain, Canada, 
Australia and South Africa would make. 
England now holds the whole world through 
the sea, How much greater her power if 
the vast Empire were united, if all these 
gceat trading countries were one. England 
is pledged by the conditions of her position 
to combine with us, and we must have 
closer unity with her. (Applause.) 

The lecturer next gave the beautiful des- 
cription that the Rey, Josoph Cook gave in 
Boston of his trip to see Britain’s greatness, 
He spoke of London, Malta, Gibraltar, the 
Suez Canal, Bombay, and around the world, 
until nearing the American continent, and 
thinking of that larger and perhaps better 
half of it, Canada, Mr, Cook felt that now, 
indeod, he was going to see Kopland (great 
applause)—going to see England, the Em- 
pire that if united would rule the world,— 
an Empire sv vast that the sun was always 
shining on some part of it, and yet within 
instant touch of the centre. Mr. Cook, 
whon he saw Canada, said that he then at 
last felt the power and vastness of England, 
Canada with her coal, her railways, her fish: 
eries, her ehips, her mines, her timber, her 
fruit, her wheat and her commerce, was so 
great, so vast for sucha young country that 


he was deeply impressed by it, and this is 


the country they say is for gale, tn oon- 
cluding an able and most instructive lecture 
he alluded to the message of the immortal 
Nelson, ‘‘Eogland expects every man this 
day to do his duty,” would not be signalled 
from one ship to another ag in tho olden 
time, but would when danger threatenod be 
flashed all over the world at once. The 
empire would arise in her might and woe 
betide those opposing her. He claimed that 
Providence had placed in the hands of the 
British people the means of civilizing and 
Christianizing the heathens and pagans of 
the world and then said that from a mora), 
political, commercial and religious aspect 
there was no one cause in which Canadians 
could better spend their energies than in 
consolidating the great idea of British 
national unity. (Prolonged applause ) Mr. 
Parkin spoke for an hour aud a half, and 
his remarks were cheered time and time 
again, 

Mr, Dalton McCarthy, Q. C, M. P., 
on coming forward was received with warm 
applause. He said ho came rather unex 
pectedly to address those present on this 
great question, The project, he said, was 
uot a political one, or tn any sense & purti- 
zan one, He did not represent the views 
of any political party. In many parts of 
the country life-long Reformers have bo- 
come connected with the League and have 
been elected as office bearers. The gentle- 
man who started the movement was the 
iate Hon, Mr, Foster, of England, a Liber- 
al, and his successor as president of the 
League is Lord Rosbery, a Gladstonian 
and a Home Ruler. He understood by 
Imperial Federation that we are to-day and 
always will be a part of the British Empire. 
That we shall ever live under the flag we 
are proud of. We have ample control of 
our own atlairs, and of our government, but 
we want the full rights of citigenship -a 
voice in framing the foreign policy of the 
Empire. What are wet Do wo realizo 
that we control the greater half of the Amer- 
ican continent? We have the great North- 
west territories, and our population at pre- 
seut only 6,000,000 will, he believed, in ten 
years be increased to 10,000,000. We have 
been growing gradually, and becoming 
stronger, Allin the military way4go in this 
country belonging to the mother veyntry is 
the garrison at Halifax, and thatds kupt 
there to protect the coast.

A HOT ONE AT MONTREAL, 


OVER $150,000 WORTH OF PROPERTY 
IN ASHES. 


Veck, Benny & €o a Rolling Mille Burnt— 
James MacDougalls Gratin Blevator 
Consumed—Neglizence Somewhero, 


Monrreat, Feb, 17.—At 6 o'clock yester 
day morning fire broke outin the extensive 
rolling mills of Peck, Benny & Co., 63 Mill- 
street, and extended north tothe bank of 
the Lachine Canal. The entire brigade was 
called out, but the hydrants in the vicinity 
of the fire being coveret by heaps of snow 
and some of them frozen, it was almost im- 
possible to get water for along time, while 
two of the steam engines are laid up and 
the largest one in the city had no steam for 
twenty minutes after it arrived on the 
ground, Meanwhile the flames rolled on 
unchecked. When thisengine was put to 
work it was where it was of no practical 
service and when the mep tried to change it 
the machine and three horses rolled down 
the bank to the wharf. The flames spread 
to the Canal Iron, Nail and ’ Spike 
Works, and by 10 o'clock, when the fre had 
been gotten under control, the whole of those 
immense piles of buildings were almost 
completely destroyed. 

Shortly after pene the fire broke out 
afresh in James MacDougall’s big gratn 
elevator adjoining Peck, Benny & Co.'s, 
It wos undoubtedly the result of negli- 
gence somewhere in seeing that the firat fro 
wos properly oxtinguished. Tho fire was 
soon faecal control of the fire brigade, as 
there was not sufficient water pressure. 
Holes for the suction pipes had to be out 
through the ice in the Lachine canal, which 
is alongside the building, and it was fully 
an hour betore the engines got to work from 
the hydrants. By that time the whole 
top of the building was 4 mass of 
flames and the roof fell in with a 
tremondous crash, two firemen narrowly 
escaping death, The fire threatened the 
Gould building adjoining, In which were 
10,000 bushels of Manitoba wheat, but the 
<langer was averted, the gable end of the 
building being only damaged. MacDou- 
gall's building, however, completely ool- 
lapsed, the heavy elevators bringing the 
walls with them. 

The loss by the fre at Peck, Benny & 
Co,'a is about $100,000. All the companies 
doing business at Montreal are heavy 
losers, In James MacDougall’s building 
Were stored about 76,000 bushels of grain, 
and M. Peck, who owns the building, esti- 
nates his loss at $35,000; covered if, insur: 
ance in the Imperial, Guardian, artford 
and Atna. Tho total loss by both fires 
will be about $150,000, Mr. MacDougall is 
also insured, ¥ 

During the presi of the fire two ae 
appeared at one o the upper windows an 
then disappeared. It 18 impossible to say 
who they were or whether they escaped.

Annaal Report of Coumlssioner Herch- 
mor—The Strength of the Force. 


Orrawa, Feb, 18.—Sir John Macdonald laid 
on the table of the House this evening the 
aunual report of Col. Herchmer, Commission- 
er of the Northwest Mounted Police. Tlie 
Commissioner says that “there has been 
a most remarkable absence of crime in thie 
‘Territori: sdumug the past year, and outside of 
arrests of criminals from the United States 
the force made no important captures.” 

The Commissioner speaks throughout his 
report in words of pride of the general 
etliciency and usefulness of the force. 

The strength of the force at the end of the 
year was: 1 commissioner, 1 assistant com- 
missioner, 11 superintendents, 1 senior sur- 
geop, 32 inspectors, 4 assistant surgeons, 2 
veterinary surgeons, 50 staff surgeons, 56 ser 
cennte, 7% corporal, 780 constables, a total of 
1011, There are 587 saddle horses, 257 team 
horses, 30 ponies, 5 mules, a total of 878. There 
are 9 police divisions and the Regina depot. 


A Gripsack Full of Dynamite for Hnytl. 

New York, Feb. 18.—Gen. Contreras, who 
has been at the Haytian consulate here for 
several months, bas disappeared. It is said 
he shipped in disguise as o seaman on tho 
Carondolet or Madrid, vessela which sailed 
ostensibly for San Domingo, but which are 
suspected of carrying cargoes of arms for 
Hippolyte. It is rumored that Contreras 
took along o gripsack full of dynamite and 
thau he will blow up the vessel on which lie 
sailed. Contreras has been engaged in many 
desperate enterprises. Minister Preston 
admita that Contreras bade him good bye and 
admitted that be might be on the Madrid.

SIXTEEN DEAD TAKEN OUT, 


THE TERRIBLE CALAMITY IN CON- 
NECTICUT’S CAPITAL. 


It is Known That 16 Perished, 10 Wero In- 
Jured and 19 are Still Missing—The

HagtrorD, Conn., Feb. 18.—Shortly before 

5 o'clock this morning the entire city was

o alarm of fire, The Park Central Hotel, a

the pumps throwing cold water into an over- 
heated boiler, 

The force of the explosion wan terrific, 
People in all parts of the city were awakened 
by thie shock, huge stones were shattered and 
iron pipes bent and twisted, windows in ad: 
joining buildings and across the street demol- 
ished and panes of glasa two blocks away were 
cracked, At the new railroad depot, a 
block away, o huge pane oa glass Was 
cracked heres plates Were dislodged from 
the roof.

The gallerios were crowded at tho afternoon 
and evening sessions and in them were 
several distinguished visitors, Lady Stan 
ley was in the Spoaker’s Gallery for 
over two hours this afternoon and ashe 
listened to Sir Richard and the Minister of 
Finance with apparent interest. Lady Stan 
ley was accompanied by her new daughterin 
law, Hon, Mra, Edward Stanley, daughtor of 
the Duke of Manchester, and Miss Lister 
The party remained until the Speaker left the 
chair at 6 o'clock and then drove to Rideau 
Hall anidet a snowstorm. Inthe evening

The reportera had a distinguished addition 
to their gallery in the afternoon, being no less 
a person than Goldwin Smith. The doctor 
was assigned a place in the Opposition side of 
the gallery and before the debate began he 
spoke freely to those around him about the 
membors ol the Canadian House and the Im 
perial House. He thinks that Sir Richard 
Cartwright is a more forcible and better de 
bater than Mr, Blake. 

Sir Richard said that seven years avo Mr, 
Blake bad brought this same matter before 
Parliament, but during that interval many 
important events had ocourred; many things 
which were then considered bypothecal had 
now become facta It was now absolutely 
necessary that Oanada should possess this 
treaty-making power. She should appoint 
ber own agents to keep our Goverament well 
advised as to tho feelings of other Stutes to- 
wards us It was quite imposyible for the 
British Ambassador at Washington to attend 
to our wants, because he was of necessity quite 
ignorant of those wants, Canada was abso- 
lutely unsafe in trusting her affairs to any 
English ambassador or minister, no matter 
how sincere their intentions towardd Canada 
might be, 

Sir Richard then referred to the extreme 
danger thatthe Dominion stood in in the 
spring of 1887, when a war of nou-intercourse 
was threatened between the United Status 
and Canada, two friendly countries. There 
was no way of avoiding such a catastroplie 
except of the roundabout of the Britwh Min- 
ister at Washington and then to London, 
He challenged the Government to deny the 
existence of the terrible trade dangers that 
the country stood in at that time, and yet 
we had not the power to do anything 
ourselves to avoid this. On that occasion 
Erastus Wiman, a Canadian living in the 
United States, advised us of those dangers 
aud rendered very valuable aervices to this 
country. 

“T do not,” said Sir Richard, “approve of 
the treatment of the late British Ambassador 
at Washington, but what position does it place 
Cauadain? By reason of this personal tiff the 
diplomatio relations of Eugland and the 
United States had been outirely suspended for 
several months, and we lad no way of treating 
with the country that so much of our business 
interests were bound up with. Onur greatest 
question of all—the ftisheries—was still un- 
settled’ No diplomat from England, no mat 
ter of how bigh @ standing, could possibly 
understand our wants as well asone of our 
selves. 

"T have no doubt whatever thatif the matter 
were properly and intelligently placed before 
the Imperial Government they would view it in 
afavorable light. If the Imperial Government 
said it wasa power thut they could not 
grant then it would bse time to take 
another view of our position.” 

The true end of Contederation, the speaker 
maintained, was topaye the way for fullar 
rights and powers tLan we now possess. That 
was the way in which every man who had a 
drop of Canadian blood in bis veins viewed 
the matter. We wero now responsible for the 
good government of the whole of the North 
American continent trow the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and tocarry out this object in all that 
it implied was an argument in favor 
of his contention. Canada must be defended 
by Canadian arms and Canadian hearts. We 
could not look elaewhere for these protecting 
influences. We could not look for precedents 
in the matter, for they would avail us very 
little, Our position was entirely differeut 
from anything else in the™world, and if our 
House of Commous had any {iwiction at all it 
was tobuild upa nation. Thatis what they 
were there for andthat is whatthe people of 
Canada expected of them: If that were not 
so they were better without Confederation. 
This was a sentiment thad was not alous 
confined to the Liberals, 

Sir Richard then referred at length to the 
close relations between Canada and the Unit- 
ed States,and be quoted figures showing that 
our trade with the. people to the south of us 
Was nine times as creat as with the whole of 
the world, not including England and her col 
ontes. ‘The United States was our best cus 
tomer for the products of our mines, for our 
produce and for nationa) products. Therefore 
it was quite manifest that we should possess 
the power to treat with that country, The true 
policy of England was to invest Canada with 
the absolute control of North/American affairs 
It was quite a trick of the baser sort of 

American politicians to offer atfronts to Hug: 
land over the shoulders of her colouy Canada. 

The power of treaty making would bea 
stepping stoneto higher things. It would 
emancipate us from the baser plane of politics 
into which wa have sunk Our 
stretched for 3000 miles along the lines of one 
of the greatest powors on earth.

Tuspee ce Sinlth’s Annual Report—Leprosy 
in Canada Disappearing, 


Orrawa, Feb, 18.—Dr. Smith, inspector of 
the Lazaretto ac Tracadie, N.S.,in his an- 
nual report to the Minister of Agriculture 
says leprosy in Oanada is fast disappearing 
There are at present nineteen iumates, eight 
tales and eleven females Since his last 
anual report two new cases were admitted, 
one of which came from Caruquet and the 
other from an adjoining parish. There were 
no deaths in the Lazaretto during the year, 
The general Lealth of the inmates has en 
food, 

A few weeks ago sho mnadea thorough in- 
vestigation of all cases of suspected leprosy in 
the adjoiuing parish of Caraquet, but found 
only Gue infected person, and he will as0n be 
admitted to the hospital. The caso is an in- 
teresting one. The boy, now 1M yeura of age, 
Was, when 3 years old, uttendud by n leprous 
woman during the healing stage of a severe 
burn. Leprosy afterwards made its appear- 
ance and lie is now in an advanced stage of 
the disease. Hits parents, brothers and sisters 
are free from it, 

With this exception only two known cases, 
both residents of Tracadie, remain outside the 
Lazaretto.

He did not know directly who wrota 
the article, and he was not bound to tell if 
he did. The editor of The Limes was re: 
sponsible for statements made in the paper, 
and, therefore, the counsel was not entitled 
to demand by force the names of contribu- 
tors. 

Mr. Asquith, of counsel for Parnell, 
urged that he was entitled to-demand the 
name of the author of the articles because 
he was bound to test the truth of such a 
grave statement, 

Sir Charles Russell supported Asquith 
and the court sustained him, 

Witness said he could not name tho 
writer without making inquiries. The 
‘Parnellism and Crime” articles were not 
written by one author. Mr. Soames wads 
misinformed when he stated that Mr. 
Flannigan wrote the series. The article 
accusing Parnell of supplying Byrne with 
funds with which to escape was based on a 
letter which Mr. Russell had admitted was 
authentic. Witness could not name the 
writer offhand. No persons were specifi- 
cally employed to write about “Parneliism 
and Crime,” Tho articles were written in 
the ordinary course of business, 

Mr. Asquith demanded that witness 
obtain the names of the writers of the 
articles. 

Mr. Macdonald appealed to the bench 
for directions whether he was coinpelled to 
answer, 

Attorney-General Webster objected gen- 
erally to the question, 

Presiding Justice Hannen ruled that 
counsel was not entitled to ask the witness 
to make enquirics, but might question him 
as to anything within his knowledge in con- 
nection with specific facts. 

Mr. Macdonald finally said Mr. Flanagan 
wrote the articles that appeared Murch 7 
and March 10, 1887.

THE BANGALA AS CANNIBALS. 


Droves of Slaves and Captives Herded and 
Fatted Like Cattle, 


Capt. Coquihat, an official of the Congo 
Free State, who resided for one or two years 
among the Bangala of the Upper Congo, 
and eifected =a wonders in gaining their 
friendship and confidence, and in winning 
them over to military service under the 
Free State Government, gives in his recent 
book graphic descriptions of the frequent 
warlike Raye undertaken by one 
section of the Bangals against other kin- 
| dred and adjoining tribes, seemingly for the 
| sole object of obtaining human flesh to eat. 
And yet, as he points out, their country is 
well provided with a variety of vegetable 
food and domestic animals, such as fowls, 
dogs, goats, and sheep, and say nothing of 
in incredible abundance of fish in their land 
of lakes and rivers, 
| The same observation holds good about 
| the Monbuttu on the U per Welle, of whom 
| we have had such vivid descriptions from 
| Dr. Schweinfurth and Emin Pasha. In 
this pleasant land of gentle-mannered, 
sunny-tempered people, where the loveliness 
of surrounding nature scems to impart a 
joyance of the native life and a keen appre- 
ciation of beauty, which provokes a Bacided 
msthotic development of decorative art ; 
this country of stately forests, where the 
vivid scarlet of a parrot’s tail feathers, or 
the blue-green seit purple harmony of the 
plantain eaters’s plumage, or the cream-white 
flower bracts of a musscenda, and the grace- 
ful poise of a swaying oil palm, appears to 
excite a keen sense of pleasure in the native 
mind—in this land of beauty and abundance 
cannibalism is as established, practical, and 
ordinary a custom as our eating boef, mutton 
and pork in England.

FRAUDS IN MILE. 

The bill which Mr, Burdett has intro- 
duced into Parliament ‘to provide against 
frauds in the supplying of milk to cheese 
and butter manufactories’’ is the same in 
effect as the Ontario bill, with some fow 
additions which oxperience has shown to be 
necessary. 


PURIFYING THE VOTERS’ LISTS. 


Mr. Hudson's bill to prevent the stuffing 

_ of the voters’ lists, as has been done by the 

Grits in one, if not more, municipalities in 
this district, provides as follows : 

No person sha!l make, exeoute, accept or be- 
come a party to any lea e, deed, or other instru 
ment, or bec me a party & any verb)! arravge- 
ment, whereby a colorab!e interest in any land, 
house, or tenement is conferred, in order to 
quality a p:rson to be a voter; and any perso 
violating the provisioas of this section, besides 
beiog liable to avy other pena'ty prescribed on 
that behalf, shal! incar a pynalcy of $109; and 
a on who induces or attempts to Invuce an- 
other to commit an offence under this section, 
shail incur a like penalty, 

No person who has doring the pertod of any 
year next preceding the electiou, received chari. 
tabte aid from the funds of the municip lity to 
the extent of $15, shall be entitled to vote atany 
municipal election. 

Under the section first above quoted the 
particular form of fraud which has proved 
successful, as above referred to, would be 
reduced toa minimum, because both par- 
tiles to the transaction would be liable to 
& severe penalty, There are,no doubt, those 
who would set such a law at detiance, but 
as hardened sinners are comparatively few 
and as their numbers would speedily be 

inned by convictiou,ths evil would be, as 
nearly as possible, eradicted within a very 
few years, 

The provision as to paupers is also, in 
our opinion, a good one, as persons who are 
dependent npon the'charity of municipali- 
ties are certainly not, as a rule, to be class- 
ed among the ‘‘free and independent” elec- 
tors to whom candidates appeal for their 
verdict, Such unfortunates must, in the 
very vature of things, be unduly subject to 


the influence of those who control the 
money of the municipalities in which they 
reside, and therefore they are not to be 
relied upon for an independent expression 
of opinion. 

The measure is a most desirable one, 
and we trust that it will be passed by tho 


Legislature.

Decision by Judge Lorauger in a Montreal 
Lucket Shop Case. 

MONTREAL, Feb, 19,—The bucket shop 
question cate up to-day when Judge Lor- 
anger rendered judgment in the case of 
Daigleish v. Bond, This was an action to 
recover the amount of a note for $4525 given 
uuder the following circumstances: Dal- 
gleish had left an order with Bond for 3000 
barrels of pork on the Chicago market, de- 
positing with him $500 as imargin. Tho 
deal was successful and Dalgleish having 
realized a round profit left $500 with Bond 
for dnother transaction of the saine kind. 
After some time, receiving no satisfactor 
report, Dalgleish communivated direct with 
Chicago and wasiuformed that no second 
order had been received in his name. Upon 
this he remonstrated with Bond, alleging 
loss of considerable profit, and Bond gave 
him his note for $4825, which covered $500 
margiy as well, 

Defendant's plea was that the note was 
not given for any lawful consideration, 
and the amount therefore could not be 
leyally claimed.

After dinner, coffee and cigars ore 
served in a smoking rodm, tlie Bis eror 
lingers about a quarter of an hour and the 
gucsts separate soon after 6.30, But an- 
other curious rosult of the perquisite syatem 
is this—that the court servants niado epen 
traffic on the Imperial leavings. Incredible 
as it may sound, there is a basement corri- 
dor in the palace which is liken bazaar full 
of shops. Here not only thé keepers of 
small hotels and restaurants, but the cooks 
of many ladics belonging to the second-class 
official world, come to buy cold meats, 
pastry, sweetmeats, wines and candios, 
Lhere is one sort of Tokay which can only 
be bought from the court servants, as none 
is made except forthe Emperor; It is to 
be presumed, however, that the uncorked 
bottles of champagne and other fine wines 
are generally sold by the dozen, and they 
must form a substantial perquisite,—Cham- 
bers’ Journal. 


The Care of the Eyes, 

Never sleep opposite a window which 
will throw a flood of strong light on the eyes 
when you wake in the morning. 

When bathing the face do not open the 
eyes under water, as this is apt to be injuri- 
ous to the epithelial covoring of the eye.

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OUR KAILWAY INTERESTS, 


Tho excellent speech on the subject of 
our railway interests which Alderman Por- 
ter delivered in the City Council on Mon- 
day night, strongly emphasized what the 
inrecuicencer has frequently urged, in a 
general way, on the svbjoct. With the 
Central Ontario to the south of us, cutting 
off a portion of the trade with Prince Ed- 
ward ; with the same road to the west of us 
drawing a large part of the tratlic of the 
northern townships to Trenton; with the 
Canadian Pacific traversing the second 
range of townships and diverting trade to 
Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal; with the 
Napanee, Tamworth and Quebec reaching 
out toward Tweed and threatening the fur- 
ther diversion of traflic to Napanee and 
Kingston ; and finally, with the proposed 
railway from Cobourg through our northern 
townships to the C. P. R., it will be seen 
that the outlook is anything but promising, 
and that if Belleville is to continue to pros- 
per our people must be up and doing. 

Were it not for the much abused Grand 
Junction, which, as a portion of the Mid- 
land division of the Grand Trunk is steadily 
rising in importance, and will soon be, if it 
ig not already, worth to us many tiines its 
cost, and the Madoc branch, Belleville 
would be ina sorry plight. As itis, we 
must press for the opening of tho Madoc 
branch to its connection with the C, O. R., 
and for the building of the Moira Valley 
line, as to which our readers are well in- 
formed. We trust that these matters will 
at once be taken up, and acted upon with 
the vigor which their great importance de- 
mands. In such case, so great are the nat- 
ural and acquired advantages of Belleville, 
that no fear need be entertained of the 

result. 


UNCALLED FOR. 


The Boston Journal deplores the decad- 
ence of the iron industry in the oastern 
atates because Nova Scotia's coal_and iron 
ore are barred out of the United States by 
heavy duties. The Journal suggests, as a 
remedy, that Nova Scotia will become a 
state of the union. The Toronto Globe re- 
gards annexation as “rather out of the 
question " and suggests ‘‘unrestricted reci- 
procity "as the panacea. There is an easier 
and much less complicated remedy than 
either of those mentioned. Canada would 
no doubt agree to reciprozity in iron ore 
and bituminous coal. Indeed coal is one 
of the articles named in our standing offer 
and iron ore is already free, It is the 
United States, then, that prevents free 
trade in coal and iron ore between Canada 
and that country, so that the Globe's valu- 
able suggestion is wholly uncalled for. It 
the New England States cannot get along 
without Canadian iron ore and coal, and 
their Government will not relieve their 
necessities, why let them annex thomselves 
to this greater half of the continent.

ONTARIO LEGISLATURE. 


They Wil Bury the Provincial Exhibi- 
tion in London. 

Toronto, Feb, 21.—Yesterday afternoon at 
the House was principally devoted to the dis- 
cussion of Mr. Awrey’s motion to abolish the 
Provivoial Fair, 

Among the bills introduced was one 
by Mr. Conmee respecting the reference 
of certain matters to arbitration, Mr. Con- 
moe's bill proposes to take away from the 
judge at trial the power to refer any matters 
excepting those relating to accounts to arbitra- 
tion without the consent of the parties to the 
lesue, 

Mr. Garson introduced a bill to provide for 
the extension of the waterworks of the city of 
St. Oatharines and ‘‘for othor purposes.” 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Waters ;to 
enable Brookville to issue debentures for drain- 
age purposes, 

When Mr, Awroy, seconded by Mr. Bishop, 
both Reform members, rose to move the fol- 
lowing resolution, he was received with a 
round of generous applause! 

That this House, recognising that the Pro- 
vinolal Exhibition has in the past proved of no 
little sorvice to the interests of Agriculture; 
that the work it has hitherto dono is now polbe 
more effectually done by the oxhibidons hol 
in our large ciUles; that in view of the fact that 
the Provincial Exhibition has proved a finan- 
cial failure year after yonr, aggrogating A loss 
during tho last soven yoars of no less a sum 
than ton thousand dollars, and that it meets 
each yoar with but indifferent supports that 
the large cities refuse to give it their show 
grounds for exhibition purposes; that property 
bolonging to the Provinoe, held in trust by the 
Board of Agriculturo, has boon mortguged to 
moot yearly deficits; that tho Board of rite 
culture reloased a lien of four thousand dol- 
lars held upon the proporty of the Wostern 
Fair Association and havo ngroed to give the 
Assoolation & grant of one thousand dollars in 
nddition thereto for the privilege of holding 
thelr exhibitions in the City of fondon every 
fourth year, and that such Indications of the 
unpopularity of the Provinoial Exhibition are 
now oreditable to the Province, is of opinion 
that it would now be justified in refusing to 
give any further rapts for the purpose of 
holding a Provinolal Exhibition under the di- 
rection and management of the Board of 
Agriculture, 

Mr. Fraser moved in amendment that the 
grant should be refused after the pie ie 
Both on the original motion and resolution 
there was a lively discussion occupying the 
entire afternoon, 

Hon. Mr, Drury, while he did not oppose 
the motion, wished the grant to be acceded 
this year in order that the agreemend with 
Londou could be carried out. He asked that 
the resolution should not apply to 1889 and he 
thought that would be ao fair comprornise, 
This would enable the agreement with the 
city of London to be carried out. “It bas 
been proposed to give the exhibition a decent 
burial,” he said, ‘why not bury itin the city 
of London?” [Laughter.) 

Mr. Bishop, the seconder of the motion, 
would not think of endorsing the amendment 
and said, ‘I thought there was a nigger in the 
tence somewhere.” He wanted his name 
withdrawn from the motion. 

A voice: ‘You gan’t withdraw it now.” 

Some reference had been made, not alto- 
getber of {a complimentary character, to exhi- 
bition side-shows, and Mr. H. E. Clarke said 
ifany graye legislator merely wished to in- 
spect some live stock he might put some wax 
in his eara and thus esca) the voice 
of the syrén. He thought that the much 
abused sideshow was very good innovation, 

Mr, Whitney was another opponent of the 
original motion. He thought Mr. Awrey’s 
argument that the exhibition should be ab- 
olished on the ground that it was a financial 
failure Was unsound, He made the somewhat 
retuarkable application of the mover's argu- 
ment thot the insane asyluma were not a 
financiul success yet no one would advocate 
the abolishing of these inutitutions. 

Mr, Meredith thought the city of London 
was rather giving thon receiving any benefit 
in having the Provincial Exhibition held in 
that city. He agreed that there could be no 
better place to bury it than in thecity of Lon- 
don and no more melodious voice to sing its 
requiem than that of his hon. friend op- 
pouite. 

Mr. A. M. Ross said that when the exhibi- 
tion had been held in Loudon it had always 
been a marked success. He agreed that id 
would only be fair to accede to the request of 
Mr, Drury to permit tlie graut this year. But 
there could be no doubt that Provincial 
sentiment favored its abolition, 

Mr, Drury thought withthe member from 
Middlesex that the re-establishment of the 
Industrial Exhibition would be demanded by 
the people of the Province within 10 years, 
But at present public sentiment should be 
admitted. 

The mover would only consent to the amend- 
ment on the understanding that the House 
was pledged to send the Provincial Exhibition 
to London this year, 

The motion as amended was then put to the 
House and carried by o majority of 59 to 16 
on the following division;

a clay soil woll cultivated will givo satinfac 
tory results 

Tako, for instance, a field woll ploughed 
in the fall, with a top dressing of barnyard 
rotted phosphate well 
worked up with the soil by using a cultiva 
tor or rotary harrow, or a piece of sod 
freshly turned over and worked down with 
a rotary or cutaway harrow (either will give 
a tine, nice seed bed), then put on a large 
field roller and thoroughly pulverize the 
lumps, leaving the ground perfectly amooth. 

Seeding should commence not later than 
the 20th of May, or as much earlier as prac- 
ticable, and should follow as soon as the 
soil is prepared, as any delay in seeding 
would allow the ground to dry out. 

The best varieties of corn for ensilage 
are mammoth southern and red cob or a 
mixture of both kinds in equal proportions, 
Both variotios can be procured of any firat 
class seod house, andin this vicinity of Mr, 
R. P. Hamilton, Seed Merchant, Belleville. 

Take any ordinary ten-tooth drill, re- 
move all the tubes excepting the third tube 
from each wheel. Stop all tho rest of the 
feeders, Set the indicator at from four to 
five bushels per acre, which of course will 
by only sowing from two tubes, be an aver- 
age of from three pecks to one bushel per 
acre, and then run your drills north and 
south to allow the sun and air free access 
to the plant, as both are necessary for the 
rapid growth and maturity of the corn, 

In drilling care must be taking to allow 
the evheel in returning to run just inside 
the wheel track made in crossing,which will 
give a space of ahout three feet betwoen 
the rows, ample room for cultivation. 

A light harrow can be run over the 
ground with profit running lengthwise the 
drills, thus destrowing the weeds which so 
soon spring up on rich and well cultivated 
soil, 

As soon 4s the corn is Jarge onough to ad 
mit of it a two-horse cultivator should be 
put in, romoving the front tooth and strad- 
dling the rows. 

Too much stress cannot be put on the 
constant and thorough stirring of the soil 
in order to secure a rapid growth, The 
next letter will be on the building and fil- 
ing of the silo.

Beards Long Ago, 


A Polat Made to Favor the Wearer Who 
Encountored an Enemy, 


Our Saxon ancestors delighted in wear- 
ing long, forked beards ; the Normans, on 
the contrary, at the period of the conquest, 
not only shaved their chins, but also the 
back of their heads. They had not, how- 
ever, been long established in England 
before they permitted their beards to grow 
to extravagant dimensions. Long beards 
were also in fashion in the reign of Richard 
I., and continued so until the time of 
Henry LV,, after whose reign they grew 
fine by degrees and beautifully less, until a 
beard was as rare as the dodo. But the 
reformation came to the rescue of the 
beard and in this way: After the separa 
tion of the Geeek and Latin churches the 
practice of shaving becanio a religious daty 
among the Roman ecclesiastics, by way of 
opposition to the Greeks, who to this day 
have continued to pay reverence toa well 
clad chin and are greatly shocked by the 
beardless images of saints in the Latin 
churches. The shaving of the chin hy the 
clergy was imperatively commanded by 
various statutes in the Romish church. 
By the monastic laws the lay- monks were 
commanded to let their beards grow and 
only the priests to shave; and a writer 
previous to the reformation complains that 
the manners of the clergy had become so 
corrupt that they could not be distinguish: 
ed from the laity by their actions, but only 
by their lack of beards, Consequently the 
early reformers suffered their beards to 
grow to distinguish them from the adherents 
to Rome; and the reformation becoming 
general in England, the beard by this means 
came into fashion. 

As to the shapes of the beard worn by 
our forefathers, they seem to have been of 
infinite variety. Ata period when almost 
all men wore swords and those weapons were 
frequently drawn to decide very trifling 
quarrels, a beard cut to look terrible to an 
enemy was probably no small advantage to 
the wearer,—London Standard, 


Steamships and Subsidice, 

In a letter to the Montreal Gazetle Mr. 
Wm. Munderloah, attorney for the Hansa 
ateamship company of Hamburg and the 
White Cross line of Antwerp, sends to 
that journal a tabulated statemont of 
the outward statements by the Hansa 
and White Cross steamers during the seu- 
sons of 1886 and 1887, after which date the 
government subsidies were withdrawn, By 
these it appears that the exports by these 
lines during 1886 amounted to 885,543 
bushels of graia, all landed at continental 
ports, besides quantities of asbestos, phos- 
phate, flour, ineats, lumber. etc.; and 1,681 
cattle and 3,140 sheep which wore landed 
at Thameshaven. In 1887, 643,061 bushels 
of grain wore landed at continental ports, 
aud 274,808 at British ports, ono vessel 
calling at Newcastle, two at Leith, one at 
Bolfast, gone at Dublin and one at Cork 
with partial cargoes, tho last two porta not 
being on the line of call of any of the regu- 
lar British steamships trading to the St. 
Lawrence. ‘There was also taken over a 
large quantity of mineral and agricultoral 
products, etc., and 2,659 cattle and 2,758

However long we shay be spared. many of 
us do come to what we had come to—a day 
‘so full of gladness aad so full of pain’ —a 
day only second in importance to the day of 
birth—in a word, to our w edding day if 
over one isto pray, ifever one is to feel 
grave and anxious; if ever one is to shrink 
from vuin show wnd vain babble, suroly it is 

ust on the occasion of two human. beings 
hinding themselves to. one another, for better 
and for Worse, till death part them 

The two people most concerned, esperially 
the bridegroom, are on such nw day willing 
enough to shrink from vain show and vain 
babble, but their friends and relatives insist 
on trotting them out and making them show 
their paces. Indeed, for a mau of shy and 
nervous temperament to be married without 
chleroforin is a very painful operation, He 
may be a strong man, but he feels like 
Samson when, for the sake of a woman whom 
he loved, he allowed his eyes to bo put out, 
and heard the Philistines calling upon him 
to make sport for them.

of he Kepublie, bonds towards an increase of

The Bay of Quinte Beidgr, 

The Ottawa correspondent of the Mmpire 
writea; **Mr, H. Corby, M. P., has niani- 
fested a good deal of interest in the pro- 
posed bridye across ths Bay of Quinte at 
Bolleville. The people of Hastings and 
Princo Edward counties recognize the im- 
portance of the undertaking and the local 
inunicipalities have liberally subsidized it, 
The bridge company have, hovever,recoived 
+ temporary sev back by the quashing of a 
by law passed by the corporation of the 
township of Awellasbury authorizing the 
purchase of $15,000 worth of shares iu the 
proposed undertaking. The by-law, before 
beiug passed, haviuu been duly adopted by 
the elvotors, Judge Strect quashed the by- 
law on the ground that the company’s 
charter did not confor upon the municipal- 
ity any power to take stock in the com- 
pany. Mr. Corby is, therefore, pushing 
a bill through Parliament this session to 
amend the ohartor of incorporation in the 
direction indicated, and there seems little 
doubt but that the required power will be 
obtained. In that event, another by law 
will be submitted to the townehip of the 
same nature as the one quashed, and the 
company will thereby obtain the financial 
assistaucs already morally pledged to it.” 


Trap Pigeon Shocting. 


Petition Agatust a Biilto Makelt Cruelty 
to Antmals. 

There is a flutter among the sporting 
community in consequence of the introduc- 
tion into the House of Commons, Ottawa, 
of a bill to make further provisions as to 
the prevention of cruelty to animals, which 
will pub a stop to bird shooting from traps. 
Petitions are Leing signed against the bill, 
protesting : 

“That such shooting is a manly sport 
and unaccompanied with cruelty. Tbat it 
is to the interest of those shooting not to 
wound their birds, but to kill them, so that 
they may fall within cortain prescribed 
bounds. They deoy indignantly the 1rum 
or that pigeons are bliaded before bejag 
put into the trap, and they contend that 
pigeon shooting has been in the past,and is 
to-day, ahealthy, manly sport which should 
not be glassed in the category of cruelty to 
animals,”

l was somewhat amused by a remark 
that was made at the time of my marriage, 
by an old-fashioned neighbor of mince who, 
I am happy to say, know more of iny writ- 
ings than of myself, that he had rather a 
son of his should dio than marry an author, 
For whilé not flattering to myself as a wo 
man, it showed that the old prejudice 
aginst the typical bluestocking was not by 
any means a thing of the past. And, in 
deed, he but voicod in a somewhat extra 
vagant manner the secret feeling of many 
good men and women onthis subject. A 
woman who writes cannot do anything clso 
—or so certain practical persous evem to 
think ; the literary art appesring in thet 
eyes to create au impassable barrier bs 
tween its practice and the everyday duties 
of life by which the family is nourished, 
supported and made comfortable. 

Now, to what degree are they right? 
Can a woman without detriment to her 
husband's comfort aud the welfare of the 
children that have been given her to rear, 
occupy herself witha task whioh is not only 
in opposition to these demands, but is of a 
nature so absorbing that it carries her for 
the time being not only out of herself, but 
out of the region in which her well belov 
ed ones think, move and have their being. 
Yes, butin her case even more than in 
that of most wives and mothors there 
should be certain qualifications of judg- 
meut sud self-reatraint, as well as great 
Jove for her home and its inmwates, lest the 
charm of her intellectual labors should pre 
vail too much above the possible drudgery 
of the more commonplace duties, which, 
as 4s woman, she must equally engage in, 
or hor house will become a wilderness and 
her children like the weeds that overgrow 
it. 

For to first make a home and then to 
maintain it the ideal spot, where not only 
comfort reigns but joy takes up its abode,

If the author possesses a 
quick brain and a‘tluent pen, she will have 
many pages of manuscript to show at the 
end of the year ; and if she i —if her 
effects are wrought out with much Jabor 
and careful culling of words, she will atill 
produce enough to whet the public taste 
and keep it alive till her time is more her 
own and her opportunities for thought and 
continued labor greater.

THE NEW FRANCHISE. 


In reference to the new manhood suffrage 
law, an exchange remarks that a young 
man who is a British subject and 21 years 
of age, will have himself almost wholly to 
blame if he bas not a yote in the Ontario 
elections. It is quite true the machinery 
is somewhat complex, but if attended to at 
once will not cause much trouble. The 
assessors are now on their rounds. See 
them in your municipality and get them to 
insert your name on the roll ; if you do not, 


it will require an application on a prescribed 


form taken before a J.P., and then forward- 
edto them. If you are entitled to a yote 
under the act, see the assessors at once, 

The importance of obtaining a vote is 
made manifest by the following circular 
receutly issued by the Grit party in the 
neighboring County of Northumberland, 
and which has no doubt been circulated in 
the various constituencies of the province : 

Warxworth, Feb 15th, 1889. 

Dear Six,—Manhood suffrage now prevails 
in the elections for the Local Legislature 

The sssessment roll for this year (1859) will 
form the basis of the Voters’ List to be ured at 
the next Provincial election. It is therefore of 
the utmost importance that the name of every 
voter friendly to the Liberal cause should be en- 
tered on the assssement roll and care must be 
taken to have the initials M. F. placed thereafter 
in the fourth column of the roll. 

All other franchises conferring a vote for the 
Local Legislature are merged in that of the 
manhood franchise.

Fair, another 
successful miner, linked his fortunes 
with Flood and Mackay, After various 
successes and reverses, Mackay retired 
from active participation in the bank's 
affairs Flood was frozen out by 
Fair, with whom he had a quarrel, Last 
year the Nevada Bank, through Fair's pon- 
chant for stook gambling, became the fin 

avcial backer of # scheme to corner the 
California wheat market. The doal suc 

couded for a time, but the crash was inevi 

table and it came at a time when Fair was 
least prepared to meet it. Mackay, who 
was in Europe, returned in hot haste, and 
only by the use of a portion of his enor- 
mous wealth was the suspension of the bank 
and Fair's financial ruin avoided. 1b cost 
Mackay something over two million dollars. 
Fair's loss waa over five millions, while the 
bunk’s capital, which was $12,000,000, was 
reduced one-half.

PARNELL ON CAREW A TREATMENT. 

Lonpoy, I'eb, 23.— Lo the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, Mr. Parnell, who was loud- 
ly cheered, described the treatment to which 
Mr. Carew had been subjected in prison. 
He had been stripped forcibly, his hair and 
moustache had been shaved off, and he had 
been compelled to lie one day on a plank 
bed because he refused to put on the prison 
yirb. They were face to face with the ques 
tion whether the executive intended to en 
force a rule at the expenso of the health 
and possibly the lives of prisonere. Was it 
the Chief Secretary's duty to ensure what 
was prectically murder? Was he going to 
leave Mr Osrew without even a tlaunel 
shirt! Should he disregard the warning of 
the fate of John Mandeville and persist in 
his rigid adherence to a law which he was 
mainly instrumental in passing, and under 
which no difference was made between polit- 
ical and ordinary prisoners? The judgment 
of the country would not hold hinrguiitless,

MR. MORLEY'S COMPLAINT 


THE ADMINISTRATION IN IRELAND 
CONDEMNED. 


The Metuber for Nowcnstle Speaks on His 
Amondmont to the Address in Roply to 
the Queen's Speech, 

Lonpon, Feb. 25.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr, Sexton gave notice 
that he would introduce a bill to amend the 
lawa relating to contempt of court. [Cheers] 

Mr. Morley moved the adoption of his 
amendment to the addreas in reply to the 
Qnheen’s spooch condemning the adminimtration 
in Troland as hiareh, unjust and oppressive and 
nekiug that measures to content the Trish and 
ceeatabiiah a real union of Great Bittain and 
Tralaud be adopted, Tn supporting hia motion 
Mr. Morley asked why, if the condition of 
Ireland was better aa claimed by the Govern- 
ment, proceedings againat Iriel members of 
the House. of Commons were more frequont. 
These proceedings, to lim, seemed a sign of 
Alarm and diemay tiatead of confidence, Mr, 
Morley strongly condemied the singular lack 
of prudence, foresight and care shown by 
tho administration in Ireland during the last 
fuw months. Tho arrest of Father Me- 
Fadden at Gweedore, he taid, was marked 
by every bad quality,that could accompany a 
judicial act. It was worthy of the worst 
exploit of the ruffian judge ia Scotland who, 
A& century ago, said, ‘'Give men prisoner and 
Tl find the faw.” Mr. Morley referred at 
length to the recent Zarreats in Ireland and 
ridiculed the idea oLarcesting men for such 
offences a8 chveriug William O'Brien, eto, 
Roferring to the imprisoned mombers of 
Parliament he urged tliat while-theic offences 
Were hinited to speaking and writing treason 
they should be treated aa first-class misdoors,

If our correspondent will look again 
at the paper referrod to he will find that he 
has mistaken the publication of the petition 
which was circulated here and elsewhere, 
in reference to the subject as a matter cf 
news, as a pigeon shooter's dofence, His 
letter is therefore unnecessary. 


COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 


The Mail publishes in its issue of Mon- 
day a wishy-washy, non-committal article 
of nearly two columns length on the com- 
mercial treaty question, as to which it 
sagely observes that ‘‘there ia much to be 
said on both sides of it.’ Oar contempor- 
ary admits that ‘‘We have no means at our 
“command of enforcing a treaty; nor 
** would the Power with which it was made 
‘have any means of enforcing it against 
‘‘us, except by war with the Imperial 
“country. it is probable, indeed, that 
**European Powers would altogether de- 
cline to treat with a dependency as if it 
‘‘werea nation.” [¢ also concludes that 
‘England could not be expected und as- 
*“suredly she would nof consent to shoul- 
‘* der the responsibilily of any agreement 
‘“Sover the making of which her Foreign 
“* Office had not exercised fail control.” 
This is sound and sensible and exactly in 
accordance with the contention of the Con- 
servative party—it is, indeed, unanswer- 
able. As has been shown, however, by 
experience, the mother country has allowed 
Canada the fullest liberty of action that is 
consistent with her enforcement of all those 
treaties in which the Dominion is interest- 
ed, namely by giving to us joint represent- 
ation on the commission by which they 
are negotiated. 

The argument adopted by the Mail from 
the Conservative party being, as it tacitly 
admits, unanswerable by fair means, our 
contemporary resorts to foul measures. It 
ignores, indeed, argument altogether and 
resorts to assertion, saying : 


On one point there ought to be no mistake; 
England, surrounded, as she is, with perils at 
home, and threatened in her [ndian Empire, 
will never g) to war with the United States for 
any local interests of ours, * * * * Tt may 

ely be enid that a British Government which 
had given the people reason for believing that it 
was taking them into a war with the United 
States about Canadian fisheries, or any Cana 
dian question whatever, would not be left in 
power fora week. The notion, therefore, that 
so long as we deal with the Americans through 
a British Ambassador we have the power of 
England behind us is illusory, aud this the Am. 
ericans know well, 


This is an old assertion, which has been 
made to do duty before ; but it is no less 
false and unwarranted now than at any 
previous time. To say that Britain has be- 
come lost to all sense of national honor— 
that she will back down ia the face of an 
enemy, from the enforcement of a treaty 
which she has adopted and formerly pledg- 
ed herself to maintain—that sho will see 
the rights of even the meanest of her sub- 
jects (not to speak of those of five millions 
of her loyal subjects in this Dominion, who 
Bre ready to assist poworfuily in upholding 
them) trampled upon, is au assertion to 
which the glorious history of our parent 
state gives a fiat denial, Such an assortion 
could only emanate from one who, lost to al! 
sense of honor, and swayed only by mer- 
cenery considerations, imagines that all men 
are as base as himself,

This was 
agreed to after considerable discussion, 

Mr. Mulock, when the bill authorizing 
the Ontario Loan and Debenture Company 
to consolidate its borrowing powers and to 
issue debenture stock was called up, said 
that it would be a good thing if the 
Government would introduce some general 
legislation dealing with loan companies. 
He called the attention of the House to the 
necessities which led up to the banking act. 
which was put upon the statute book to 
avoid the necessity of banke having to 
come down to Parliament for these special 
acts, 

Sir John Macdonald said the suggestion 
was a good one, bathe could not promise 
any such general measure this session, 

Owing to the absence of Mr. Moncreiff, 
who has charge of the bill, the bill was 
allowed to stand till Wednesday. 

Several other private bills were advanced 
a step. 

Seven petitions were presented to the 
House yesterday, principally from Mon- 
troal, Hamilton and Toronto, against Adam 
Brown's anti-cruelty to animals bill. Peti- 
tions in favor were also presented. It is 
pretty certain that the bill will be slaughter- 
ed in committee of the whole. 

The House adjourned at 11,50. 


To Codlfy the Timber Laws, 


Orrawa, Teb. 25.—The Minister of Inland 
Revenue will move the House into committee 
on Wednesday on his resolution in favor of 
assimilating and codifying the laws of the dif- 
ferent provinces relating to the inspection, 
culling and measurement of timber and lam- 
ber. The resolution provides forthe payment 
of inspectors at the rate of $10 per day and 
not exceeding $300 in any one year to 
each inspector, ond of an annual salary 
not exceeding §2000 to each chief inspector ; 
that the manufacturer of timber or lumber 
shall pay to the Crown an annual registration 
fee of §2 if his annual output is less than 
1,000,000 feed board measure and of $10 when 
such output is greater, and in addition one- 
fifth of o cent for each thousand feet board 
meosure, one-tenth of a cent for each car of 40 
cubic feet of square timber; that as respects 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec out of 
the sun so paid and any moneys granted by 
Parliament the Governor-in-Council ma 
grant annuities not exceeding $200 to suo 
cullera aa are now in receipt of a like annuity 
ov who are diecharged, 


In Stata Quo. 


OrrawaA, Feb. 25.—In the Senate to-day 
Judge Gowan of Barrie made a long noddress 
on a motion of which he bad given notice on 
Friday enquiring whether the Government 
qatanied to submit to Parliament a measure 
for the abolition of the grand jury system and 
substituting some other and more suitable 
system of public prosecution, The leader of 
the Government admitted that there were 
many abuses in connection with the present 
system and that they bad given it attention, 
but at present no change would be advised or 
made, 


The Great American Mog. 


Orrawa, Feb. 25.—The tariff tappers con- 
tinue to throng the Capital. ‘To-day it was 
the pork packers. Mr. 3 W. Fearman, the 
well-known pork man of Hamilton, had a talk 
with the Ministers of Finance and Customs 
to-day. He was accompanied by a dozen mem- 
bers. Mr, Fearman presented a petition which 
is said to have been signed by 1600 farmors 
in Ontario praying that the duties on 
mess pork be made 2 cents less 
per pound allround, At preasnt the duties 
vary from 1 to 2 cents, Increased duties are 
also asked on lard with a view of keeping out 
the alleged adulterated article from the 
United Scates. The lard increases will be 
actively and energetically opposed by a depu- 
tation that is yet to arcivé. The great Ameri- 
can hog and his products are therefore to be’ 
made the object of some lively opposition op 
this side of the line.

The case Of the Queen vs, Goo. W, Silla,

} the Police Magistrate yesterday afternoon 
Mr. L. H, Henderson conducted the pros 
wution, and Mr, Fred, Redick appoared on 

behalf of the defendant. Tho charge was 
| that Silla did receive pay for tho serving of 
& summons porsonally on ono Wim, Croas, a 
}yooman 
received pay at the rate of L2cts, por milo 
for 17 miles, whereas the summons was not 
delivered by Silla, but by Samuel Cross, a 
son of the party,in the suit of Dr, Allen va 
Wim, Gross. The dato of the alleged por 
} jury was in February, 1885, 

The tiret witness aworn was R. O. Hulme, 
who tostified thatin the year 1885 ho was 
Clerk of the frat Division Court for the Co. 
of Hastings — was aleo clerk prior and since 
thot time ; he was not, however, in the po 
sition ab present, having been dismissed in 
Soptember last. Tho doefondant Sills 
was ® bailiff of the same court, his duty 
boing to serve summonses und to execute 
the sume. Ho remombored the case of 
Thos. E. Allon ts, William Cross. A sum 
mone was igsued for the same and placed in 
tho hands of Geo. W. Sills for servico. He 

(Sills) made a return of the same, Tho 
summons was for claims amounting to 885. 
Judgment was entered for this amount, 
Sills made affidavit before the witness that 
he did personally serve the summons on 
William Cross, on the 21st day of February 
1885, the foes which he» received being 12 
cents per mile for the 17 miles which he 
had to drive to deliver the same, also 60 
conts for service. Witness was responsible 
for the paymont of the fees. Hoe paid Sills 
for the mileage and return. The original 
summons, with Sills’ affidavit affixed, was 
here produced in court, and was objssted 
to as evidence by the counsel for the de 
fondant, but the magistrate held that it 
could be given as evidence. _ He handed 
the keys of the office over to the County 
Attorney when he was relieved from office. 
He did not produce the papers which were 
shown in court. 

Cross examined by Mr. Redick, — He 
did some business for Mr, Ashley after hoe 
was dismissed, He did not take the papors, 
neither did he instruct any one to take 
them. The papers were loft in the old 
office ever since the judgment was sot aside. 
He handed:the papers to the police magis- 
trate. He never threatened to bring the 
action against Sills. He had no ill-will 
against Sills. Did not know whether Mr. 
Sule travelled or not.to deliver the sum- 
mons, 

Mr, 0. E. Ashley, sworn, said he was 
an assistant clerk in the Division Qourt 
office. He had searched for the original 
summons in the case of Thos. E, Allen vs. 
Wm. Cross, but was unable to tind it. He 
did so for Mr, Redick. He produced the 
record book, which showed that the sum- 
mons had been issued and returned, and 
also that Silla had travelled 17 miles to ex- 
ecute the same. 

Cross. examined—He had made a dili- 
gent search forthe paper among the files 
of 1885, but could not find it. 

William Cross sworn—l] live in Tyendin 
aga, about16 miles from Bolleville.. My 
son brought mo a summons, which was 
from Dr, Allen.

Mr. Redick asked to have defendant dis- 
charged,on the ground that it was not proy- 
ed that/he did wilfully or corruptly com- 
mit any offence.

The magistrate held otherwise and com- 
mitted prisoner for trial at the Spring As 
sizes.

How He Committed the Crime, 


Lonpon, Feb. 27.—In the House of 
Commons to-day Matthews, Secretary for | 
Home affairs, stated that the authorities | 
were taking steps to secure the extradition 
of Pigott from Paris. 

When the Parnell Commission opened | 
this morning Attorney-General Webstor 
read a letter that Mr, Shannon, the Times’ | 
Dublin solicitor, had received. 

The letter was dated Saturday and con- 
tained the confession of Pigott made to 
Labouchere. He stated that he fabricated 
the letters by using genuine letters of Par- | 
nell and Egan, copying such words show- 
ing the general character of the writing, | 
and tracing them against a window pane, 
He afterwards destroyed the genuine let- 
ters.

corn plant is to grow it in rows, #0 as; 


cultivate it until it produces ears. It is cut 
just when the ears begin to glaze and stored 
in the silo. By allowing the corn to reach 
this stage of growth before cutting it there 

j in the stalks and leaves (also the 
ears) an amount of valuable nutrition (and 
of a different character) that does not exist 
in the plants when they are cut down in 
the immature state. Clover and other grass 
crops, if intended for the’ silo, should be 
cut when the seed heads are forming. By 
cutting the crops when they are nearly ma: 
tured a larger amount of ensilage is secured, 
and the quality is much superior to that ob- 


is storec 


tained at other stages of growth. 


Experiments show that if the entire stalks 
of corn to be laid across cach other length, 
wise, with the butts exposed to the weather 
only, and protected by a canvas, or some 
suitable covering, the corn-fodder, if cut 
when the cars have formed, cav be kept in 
the fields at a trifling loss, Silos, however, 
may be built above ground in a corner of the 
barn, or in the open field, provided they are 
made uir-tight, and also strong cnough te 
resict the pressure. The difficulty in the 
way has been remoyed by the discovery that 
the quality of ensilage depends largely upon 
the stage of growth of the plants used for 


the pur pose. 


Noxious Weeds, 


At the recent meeting of the Oxford 
farmers in Ingersoll, Mr. James Haddock 
read a paper on‘tho eradication of noxious 
weeds in which he pointed out that to kill 
annuals, it is necessary to get the soil ina 
condition favorable to gormination, and 
then destroy either before they come above 
ground or after; second, take particular 
care not to allow the plants to go to seed ; 
third, if the planta do get o start, gang 
rlough after the crop is taken off and repeat. 
The greatest pest we have to contend with 
is the Canado thistle, It is possible to kill 


this weed by a thorough system of plough 


ingand harrowing, but the best plan, he 
considered, is to summer fallow, plough 
doeply in the fall, and leave until the next 
summer.

“A WORD WITH THE CROAKERS. 

Under this heading tho London Free 
Press discusses the subject of municipal 
taxation iu that city, and as its remarks are 
equally applicable to this city, wo quote as 
follows: Much has been said from time to 
time as to tho high rate of taxes in this 
city. The moan is heard that it is too great 
a load to bear, and soon. And it is thought 
to be a good cry as against too lavish out: 
lay. One citizen goes so far as to say that 
the taxes here aro higher than in any other 
place on the globe. 1t is well to see how 
far this is true. The rate for some years 
past has been about 20 or 21 milla on the 
dollar, which is not by any means as high 
as that which rules in many towns in the 
United States. Let us take the state of 
Ohio for example. In Cincinnati the rate 
of taxation is a little more than 27 mills on 
the dollar ; and the cry is often heard in that 
city that it is too much. But if weturn to 
the smaller cities and towns in the State, 
we find it is in many cases higher than that 
bya good deal. The Toledo Commercial 
has been at some pains to find out how the 
case stands, and the rate of taxes is set 
forth in 21 towns as follows. The figures 
as given represent the number of mills 
asseased on the dollar,

It may be thought that while these rates 
are high the valuations may be low. But 
we have no right to assume that. We must 
suppose that in those places, as here, the 
desire is to keep down the rate as low as 
can be, and that before it would be struck 
at 41 mills, as in Bowling Greon, or 40 as 
at Ada, the valuation would be raised by de- 
grees until is could stand no more increase, 
We are to assume, then, that the valuations 
are put at the top notch, and that there is 
no such escape from the high rates above 
given, and which, if struck in this city, 
would be looked upon by the croakers as 
ruinous. Compared with Ohio towns, then, 
‘the rate here isayorylowons. In all that 
State there is not one town where the peo! 
ple have to pay lees taxes than in our own. 
But each and every one pays from four to 
twenty mills more than we do. 


NO TRUCKLING,
